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W. Strong Street 
plan 'opponent' 
changes his mind

One W. Strong Street resident who 


originally filed suit challenging the zon- 
ing of 47 lots for multi-family devel- 
opment told the village board Monday 
night he now supports development of 
the area. 


Kenneth Burns, 304 N. Sixth St., told 


the board that building in Wheeling has 
been well controlled and has benefited 
residents in those areas. He said if the 
W. Strong Street area was in the county, 
building codes would be considerably 
less stringent. 


"If the Strong Street area was still in 


the county, they would build apartment 
buildings and they would put 24 units per 
acre." he said. He noted that Wheeling's 
codes allow considerably fewer units. 


BURNS ALSO SAID village devel- 


opment would bring water and sewer 
lines to the area, while county devel- 
opment would have continued with wells 
and septic tanks which would continue to 
saturate the ground. 


Citing the new Foxboro Apartments de- 


velopment on S. Wolf Road, Burns said 
he thought Wheeling had better control 
over building than the county. "Foxboro 
is pretty good planning," he said. 


After the meeting, Burns explained 


that he was one of the original residents 
to protest the rezonlng of Strong Street

She said at least two other families now 
think the area should have some build- 
ing. "But these people don't speak up too 
much," she said. 


Mrs. Burns also said many people have 


blamed the To Overall Progress Party 
(TOP) for the Strong Street problem. 
"They say TOP is Trample Over People, 
but they never say anything about the 
good things TOP has done." 


She also said she did not think the 


homeowners association was fair to con- 
demn Douglas Cargill, former zoning 
board chairman, for owning the property 
that was rezoned. Although Cargill did 
not vote on rezoning this property, many 
Strong Street residents have charged this 
was a conflict of interest. 


Mrs. Burns, however, said any land- 


owner expects to make a profit from de- 
velopment of his land. "Why condemn 
Cargill just because he owns them," she 
said. 


Both Burns and his wife said they had 


waited to evaluate the situation before 
speaking publicly. "Actually I haven't 
changed my mind," Burns explained. 
"We've weighed it right along. We're 
just looking for fairness."

'Scheduled for coffees every free day' 
TOP candidates turn dawn debate

Candidates of the To Overall Progress 


Party (TOP) have officially declined an 
invitation from the Wheeling Independent 
Party (WHIP) to debate issues in the 
campaign for village election. 


Incumbent Ted. C. Scanlon, TOP can- 


didate for village president, made the de- 
cision official Monday night. "Because of 
our calendar, there will not be a de- 
bate," be said. "Due to our hours, we 
cannot find time in our schedule." 


Scanlon said the TOP candidates are 


scheduled for neighborhood coffees for 
every free day except church days. He 
said the members of his ticket felt ob- 
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liged to honor their commitment in ar- 
ranging the coffees. 


According to Scanlon, the challenge is- 


sued by the WHIP candidates two weeks 
ago came too late to be considered. "If, 
when both tickets filed, it was known 
that a debate was to be requested, we 
would not have scheduled as many cof- 
fees," he said. 


SCANLON ADDED that if the in- 


vitation had come earlier, the TOP can- 
didates would have considered its feasi- 
bility. He said it was likely a debate 
could have occurred early in the cam- 
paign. 


Should there be a cancellation in the 


scheduled TOP coffees, Scanlon said the 
candidates will use the time to walk 
through the village and talk to village 
residents. "I continue to say that the 
best advantage to both parties is to walk 
and talk," he said. 


Sheila Schultz, campaign manager for 


the WHIP party, said that the proposed 
panel discussion would have allowed vil- 
lage residents to evaluate the candidates 
of both parties. 


"It's only when the two parties are to- 


gether that you can get an accurate pic- 
ture of their views," she said. Mrs. 
Schultz said she thought the campaign 
would be "less fair to the people of 
Wheeling" without the debate. 


ACCORDING TO Mrs. Schultz, there 


was no particular reason for the in- 
vitation being issued when it was. "We 
had always hoped for a debate," she 
said. "I regret that everyone feels it is 
too late. We do not." 


Mrs. Schultz said she thought the TOP 


candidates were overemphasizing the 
neighborhood coffees, given the number 
of people who usually attend these cam- 
paign functions. "Quite frankly, I think 
the obstacles that are being mentioned 
are being overrated," she said. 


The WHIP campaign manager said she 


had not received any response to the in- 
vitation from any TOP party representa- 
tive. "We are certainly dissappointed, 
and we feel that if the will were there, 
certainly a debate could be arranged," 
she said.

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Answer lies in weather, politicians 
What's flood outlook for this year?

Will we get flooded out again this 


year? Will the Northwest suburbs face 
rising water, damaged basements and 
saturated towns? 


The answer lies both In the clouds and 


in the executive offices of government 
agencies: in other words, it depends as 
always on the weather and on the politi- 
cians. 


The issue of funding projects to pre- 


vent the Northwest suburbs from being 
submerged by flood waters again this 
year has become a political football with 
the loser turning out to be the residents 
of this area. 


As is the case In several controversies, 


the people with the most to lose are 
stuck in the middle as charges and 
countercharges are leveled at each other 
by state and local officials. 


What this means is that the area 


stands where it stood a year ago at this 
time in terms of long range plans to 
combat the troubled waters which 
caused several millions of dollars in 
damages alone last year. 


TO BE SURE, local communities have 


embarked on self-improvement cam- 
paigns to tighten up flood-prone areas 
that were hit hardest last year. The proj- 
ects were undertaken after a massive 
cleanup of the damaged areas. 


The football has gone back and forth 


between Gov. Walker and his Republican 
opponents in the legislature. Walker's re- 
cent budget message to the state did not 
give much hope that the large sums of 
money needed to implement flood control 
measures would be forthcoming this 
year. 


Rather, the governor expressed the 


opinion that more studies should be 
made of flood control needs. Therefore, 
no money was appropriated for any proj- 
ects. 


The governor's critics contend, how- 


ever, that the time to act Is now, that 
state money is needed to start or com- 
plete long range flood prevention proj- 
ects. More studies aren't needed. Indeed, 
they say, the situation is more bleak 
than it was last year before heavy rains 
sent flood waters through the area. 


Last year, more than $2 million in 


claims for flood disaster assistance were 
submitted to the Small Business Admin- 
istration (SBA) from residents living in 
the Northwest suburbs. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS residents re- 


ported more than one million dollars in 
damages stemming from heavy flooding 
in August and September. Damage totals 
in other communities ranged 
from 


SlO.ooo in Wheeling to more than $300,000 
in Des Plaines and $350,000 in Palatine. 


State Sen. John Graham (R-Barring- 


ton) told the Herald yesterday the state 
is in worse shape than it was last year in 
terms of coming to grips with new flood 
waters. 


"I am not encouraged with the out- 


look," said Graham, a long-time advo- 
cate of better flood control measures. "I 
don't see immediate relief In the gover- 
nor's new budget. He has made promises 
to appropriate monies but has given no 
indication we should be overwhelmed by 
his statements. We're worse off than last 
year in terms of insufficient appropria- 
tions." 


In a joint statement by Graham and 


S t a t e Rep. James (Pate) Philip, 
R-Elmhurst, it was charged that Walker 
is "playing Russian Roulette with the 
problem of flooding In northeastern Illi- 
nois. 


"During the last campaign we heard 


many promises by Gov. Walker that be 
would take immediate action to alleviate 
the problem of flooding along our riv- 
ers." said Philip. "The lack of initiative 
by the new administration to tackle this 
problem is gambling with the whims of 
nature at the expense of the families liv- 
ing along our riverbanks. In the budget 
... we see an appalling lack of concern 
for those people ..." 


GRAHAM ADDED, "In a recent letter 


to Gov. Walker I stated quite emphat- 
ically that the likelihood of spring floods 
had not gone away, that his election 
alone did not solve problems that only 
his action would. The governor's re- 
sponse to me was the he was sympa- 
thetic but that he bad to do his home- 
work. I would assume from his budget

and attention to the problem Oat Gov. 
Walker might be sufficiently prepared 
next year after another year of flood- 
ing." 


While the haggling goes on, local com- 


munMies are continuing to look to ways 
to solve their immediate problem, that of 
preparing for this year's heavy rainfalls, 
if and when they occur. 


In Arlington Heights, work is contin- 


uing on the multi-million dollar Wiike- 
Kirchoff retention basin which is in- 
tended to bring relief to fee southwest 
portion of Arlington Heights, the eastern 
edge of Rolling Meadows and unincorpo- 
rated areas. The project is scheduled for 
completion in May. 


Also in Arlington Heights, a pump sta- 


tion was buUt in Rolling Meadows to 
close off the storm sewer outlet during 
floods to prevent creek water from back- 
ing up. Pumps will clean (be sewer and 
throw the water into the creek. The proj- 
ect Is of direct help to residents living in 
the Surrey Ridge West subdivision. 


Dick Martin, Rolling Meadows assist- 


ant superintendent of public works, said 
flooding is still a big danger because the 
ground is still saturated from last year. 
"When spring thaw starts it will add to 
the condition," be said. "We hope we 
don't have problems but you can't tell." 


Temporary measures like shut-off val- 


•ves to reroute water are helping in Roll- 
ing Meadows, according to Martin. The 
valves are being installed on residential 
property when requested on a 50-50 
shared cost basis between the city and 
the homeowner. 


Martin said work on Busse Woods re- 


tention basin and clean ups of areas of 
Salt Creek will help the situation.

available to us." He was not referring to 
money, he said, but to the Upper Salt 
Creek Watershed Plan which will benefit 
the village. 


Since last year's flooding, Palatine has

The work 
is mainly being done in the Pleasant 
Hills and Winston Park subdivisions. 


The Sohaumburg Village Board has 


given approval to seek bids for a new 
retention area in CampaneUi Park, near 
where flood waters immobilized traffic. 
The board also approved the federal 
flood insurance program making resi- 
dents eligible to purchase flood insur- 
ance. 


In Hoffman Estates, where flooding 


problems were comparatively minor, 
more retention areas are available this 
year to help relieve those areas that did 
have problems. 


THE ELK GROVE Village Plan Com* 


mission has recommended that a flood 
control commission be set up to develop 
a flood prevention plan for the village, 
including placement of water retention 
ponds. The board of trustees, which 
voted against the idea last year, has di- 
rected the commission to set up a sub- 
committee to further study the problem. 


Last October, the trustees rejected, as 


too extreme, a proposal to impose a mo- 
ratorium on all construction within the 
village to combat the flood problem. 


Work to improve flood control in the

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NW Community Hospital undecided on abortions 


The question of whether to perform 


abortions on request at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital in Arlington Heights still 
is unresolved. 


The executive committee of the board 


of directors met Monday night but failed 
to take any action on the abortion Issue. 


The board's inaction means the hospi- 


tal will continue operating under its cur- 
rent policy of performing abortions only 
for medical reasons. 


The U.S. Supreme Court rated on Jan. 


22 that women have the right to obtain 
an abortion from a doctor during the 


first three months of pregnancy. On 
March 1 a federal court judge signed an 
order putting Illinois law in compliance 
with the Supreme Court ruling. 


Several hospitals and clinics in Cook 


County have been performing abortions 
on request this month while other hospi- 
tals, such as Northwest Community Hos- 
pital, have been moving more slowly. 


"This Issue (abortion) won't die. It will 


go carefully from one level to another. 
This is a policy matter we are giving a 
great deal of consideration to," said Mal- 


colm MaCoun, president of Northwest 
Community Hospital. 


The board of directors is now waiting 


for a recommendation from the medical 
staff. The board has also asked for fur- 
ther information from its atorney on the 
interpretation of the Supreme Court rul- 
ing before it makes a final decision. 


LIKE ANY major social issue there is 


not unanimity among the medical staff 
on the abortion issue, said MacCoun. He , 
said he would expect the board to make 
a decision within "a couple of months." 


The hospital receives an average of 


one call a day asking about abortions, 
according to a hospital spokesman. 


Jack Ryon, director of public relations 


for the hospital, said if abortions were 
performed on request it would probably 
not be on a clinical basis and the patients 
would be those of physicians currently on 
the staff at the hospital. 


"I highly question that more doctors 


would be admitted to the staff for the 
specific purpose of performing abor- 
tions," said Ryon. "The credentials com- 
mittee is quite severe and we have a 
very high caliber staff. I just can't con- 


ceive of doctors being admitted to the 
staff solely for the purpose of performing 
abortions." 


Abortion policies at Lutheran General 


Hospital in Park Ridge also remain unal- 
tered with the recent Supreme Court rul- 
ing. 


Lutheran General Hospital has formed 


a study group of physicians, theologians, 
administrators and trustees to study the 
abortion issue and report back to the 
board of trustees with a recommenda- 
tion. 


Local singer writes ballad 
Song lauds slugger Roberto

"When I heard the news of Roberto 


Clemente's death, I cried because I real- 
ly dug the guy. The first thing I thought 
of was writing a song or doing something 
In his memory," singer Paul New said in 
admiration of the late Pirate outfielder. 


New's "The Ballad of Roberto Cle- 


mente" Is Just beginning to be played on 
Chicago radio stations, but the song al- 
ready is a big hit in Pittsburgh, where it 
has sold about 20,000 copies. 


New, who often sings at the Navarone 


Restaurant in Elk Grove Village, will do- 
nate his share of the royalties to the Rob- 
erto Clemente Foundation. 


Clemente died New Year's Eve in a 


plane crash in the Caribbean while on a 
mercy mission to help Nicaraguan earth- 
quake victims. President Nixon created 
the Clemente Foundation, and its funds 
go for Nicaraguan relief and a youth cen- 
ter in Puerto Rico. 


"The song says it all," New said. 


"That's what I really felt when I learned 
about his (Clemente's) death early New 
Year's Day." 


IN NEW'S WORDS; 


"Got • tear !• my eye and I'm pacing 


the floor searching for things to say. 


I just tot my hero on a cold New Year's 


Day... 


He made It borne; he made II home. 
No more In right Held will Roberto 


roan." 
New (his real name) wrote the song 


about Clemente between 4:30 and 6:30 
a.m. New Year's Day, soon after he 
heard the tragic story. "I wrote the song 
because of Clemente himself, and not 
just because he died helping other 
people," New said. "I liked his. attitude 
of helping his people in Puerto Rico even 
though he was criticized." 


"The goal was not to go this far in 


producing the record. It just took off," 
New said. 


He said he obtained a $1,500 loan from 


the Bank of Elk Grove to make the origi- 
nal record, called "Roberto," at a 
recording studio in Bensenville. The 
record sold for $2, and $1 of that was 
sent to the foundation. 


With the urging of friends and business

A family of three must earn no more 


than $8,242 yearly, according to county 
guidelines, to be eligible. A family of 
four must earn no more than $9,641 per 
year while the minimum for a family of 
five Is $11,000 and $12,467 Is the per year 
minimum Income for a family of six or 
more.

The sheriff's department headquarters 


currently is on the sixth floor of the 
County Building, 118 N. Clark St., Chi- 
cago. Elrod and Dobbs told the county 
commissioners last year that location is 
remote to virtually all suburban areas 
served by the department and negatively 
affects the services provided. 


In pursuing the Maywood site, the 


sheriff's department has abandoned its 
initial choice for relocation to a vacant 
building in west suburban Berkeley. 


RESIDENTS of that community were 


outspoken against the plan and Dobbs 
said the site was dropped from consid- 
eration because, "We don't want to go 
where we're not wanted." 


Asked about the source of the money 


for the purchase and remodeling of the 
Maywood building, Dunne said, "We'll 
work it out some way." He said the coun- 
ty has received about $600,000 from the 
village of Burbank for contracted police 
service which can be used and the relo- 
cation may permit the county to sell 
some land now being occupied by the 
sheriff's department. 


The county board will have to give for- 


mal approval to any agreement which 
may be reached between the owner of 
the building, as yet unidentified, and the 
real estate division.

Education Today...by Wandalyn Rice 
State school board draws new interest 


One of the issues that usually conies up 


during conversations about school people 
these days is the state board of education 
controversy that is getting started in the 
Illinois General Assembly. 


Sometime between now and the end of 


1974 when State School Supt. Michael 
Bakalis' term of office expires, the leg- 
islature is going to pass some kind of law 
creating a state board as authorized by 
the new constitution. 


Some of those interested in the state 


board, particularly State Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, D-Arlington Heights, hope the 
law creating the board is passed soon, so 
the members can hire a state superin- 
tendent and get ready to take over when 
Bakalis leaves. 


As a result, proposals for the state 


board have been coming out of Spring- 
field pretty regularly, with the main con- 
cern centering on whether the board 
members are going to be appointed or 
elected and, if they are to be appointed, 
who is going to appoint them. 


ONE PROPOSAL would have seven 


board members elected and six appoint- 
ed, two by the governor, one by the 
speaker of the house of representatives, 
one by the president of the senate and 
one each by the minority leaders of both 
houses. 


Other proposals have been made to al- 


low the governor to appoint the board, or 
part of it, but politicians being what they 
are and Gov. Daniel Walker being who 
he is. some legislators want to avoid giv- 
ing him that kind of power. 


Those arguing against elected board 


members have said they are afraid the 
elections would be like the elections of 
judges or University of Illinois trustees 
with "campaigns" so low-profile that 
voters wouldn't be well informed. 


Against that background, State Rep. 


John Porter, R-Evanston, has come up 
with an idea to have half the board ap- 


pointed by the governor and half elected 
by the state's school boards. 


A NEWS RELEASE put out by Por- 


ter's office calls the idea for electing the 
state board by vote of school boards a 
"unique feature" of the plan. The justifi- 
cation, according to the release, is that 
ordinary citizens cannot be well enough 
informed to vote on the state education 
officials but "we have a potential elec- 
torate formed of school board members 
representing the people of their local 
areas who would be eminently qualified 
to elect members of ability and dedica- 
tion to the state board." 


Hmmmmm, yes, that is a unique idea 


and, 
since it probably does not have 


much chance of passage, I'm not sure 
whether to take it too seriously. 


However, it does raise some inter- 


esting possibilities for other elections. 
Maybe the solution to the problem of 
electing good judges is to have the attor- 
neys vote for candidates, since they 
should be qualified to evaluate judges. 
(A few people might say that to achieve 
a comparable situation to school boards 
electing state board members, judges 
should be elected by convicts, but I sus- 
pect they'd be mostly kidding.) 


With a little imagination, you might 


have teachers or students elect school 
board members, the Congress elect the 
President just like in a parliamentary 
form of government and maybe if you 
got silly enough, dogs could elect their 
dogcatcher. 


THE PROBLEM with all those ideas is 


that, historically, the movement in this 
country has been to increase the number 
of voters in elections, not to limit voting 
to special groups. 


In the case of state school board mem- 


bers, it may be elections are going to be 
unwieldly. But in that case, appointive 
boards would be a better solution than 
creating a special class of voters like 


school board members. 


At any rate, I suppose this new propos- 


al shows that legislators are thinking 
about the state board of education. That 
in itself is promising, since eventually 
they will have to do something about it. 


But please, let's not have the dogs 


electing the dogcatchers.

— Lemuel 
Shagworth, the multimillionaire boar 
bristle tycoon, has selected the plush 
Seersocket Gallery here for the first pub- 
lic showing of his famous collection of 
rare beefsteaks. 


Included in the display is the legenda- 


ry Rothschild Sirloin, which Shagworth 
obtained through a private dealer for a 
record price of $1.5 million a pound. 


The steak, which is nearly two inches 


thick and weighs more than six pounds, 
Is now considered priceless. 


Although not the largest sirloin ever 


cut, it Is regarded by connoisseurs as a 
near-perfect specimen. But public inter- 
est in the steak stems largely from the 
legend that it brings bad luck to the own- 
er. 


SIDNEY WICKBURN, wealthy tent 


peg Importer who owned the Rothschild 
Sirloin before Shagworth acquired it, 
died of an overdose of mentholated cough 
drops, supposedly taken accidentally. 


Another former owner, Princess Hen- 


riett Fitzandstartz of East Prussia, suf- 
fered a terminal hangnail. 


Shagworth, who regards the storied 


jinx as pure superstition, is one of sev- 
eral rich businessmen who began in- 
vesting their fortunes in beefsteaks in the 
early 1970s. 


"We wanted to preserve this cherished 


part of our American heritage for future 
generations," he says of himself and his 
fellow collectors. 


Although a few cuts of beef might have 


been handed down as heirlooms, only 
dedicated collectors such as Shagworth 
had the resources to search out precious 
steaks in out-of-the-way freezers and 
bring them together as museum pieces. 


UNLIKE SOME collectors, who spe- 


cialize in one particular cut, such as the 
Mellon Collection of Filet Mignon, 
Shagworth is eclectic. He has assembled 
his collection from all parts of the cow. 


Steak lovers attending the exhibition 


will particularly admire the exquisite 
marbling of a Hereford porterhouse,

Elk Grove site 
should be saved 


The Northwest suburbs are full 


of reminders of the historical past. 


Streets and roads such as Dunton 


and Rohlwing bear the names of 
the founding families of the area. 
Old 
farmhouses, 
though more 


scarce than in the past, still serve 
as reminders of an earlier, quieter 
era. 


Now some teen-agers in Elk 


G r o v e Village have stumbled 
across remnants of the area's pre- 
history. They have found what ap- 
pears to be a campsite for pre- 
historic Indians, a site that de- 
serves further exploration. 


The discovery was made last 


spring by an Elk Grove High 
School student, who found part of a 
spear point of an 
archaeological 


style that had never before been 
found in Illinois. 


Since that first discovery, an Elk 


Grove High School teacher has had 
other students checking out the 
area. With the help of the head of 
the Northwestern University ar- 
chaeology department the teacher 
has determined that the site dates 
back at least 7.000 to 9,000 years. 
Excavation is needed to determine 
how extensive the site is. 


Right now High School Dist. 214 


and attorneys for the owner of the 
property are negotiating so the 
school district will have the right 
to explore the site further. The 
owner of the land, a developer, has 
plans to build on the property, but 
the school district wants him to 


hold off until further exploration 
can be done. 


We hope a fair solution can be 


reached through these negotiations 
that will assure that the site will be 
explored. It is clear from the pre- 
liminary evidence that there may 
be important scientific knowledge 
to be gained from the site and it 
would be a shame to see the site 
bulldozed away. 


At the same time, we believe the 


property owner deserves to be pro- 
tected in any agreement. After all, 
the owners of land in the North- 
west suburbs are paying taxes and 
have capital tied up in their in- 
vestment. 


In addition, we hope the Elk 


Grove High School teacher and stu- 
dents, even with their justifiable 
pride in discovery, will make sure 
that they have plenty of help from 
professional archaeologists when 
the exploration is done. Since 
Northwestern University has al- 
ready become involved, we trust 
we have little to fear on that score. 


The important thing, it seems to 


us, is that the prehistoric relics to 
be found near Elk Grove Village 
are irreplaceable and of great po- 
tential value, not only to this area 
or to any private owner but to sci- 
entists all over the world. 


We hope, therefore, that selfish 


interests can be set aside in this 
matter so that the prehistory of the 
Northwest suburbs can, perhaps, 
become as well known as the his- 
tory. 


4Yes9 to right turns 


There you are, sitting at a red 


light at the corner of Wilke Road 
and Campbell Street in Arlington 
Heights, waiting to turn right. 


Or at the corner of Elk Grove 


Boulevard and Arlington Heights 
Road in Elk Grove Village, waiting 
for the same thing. Or at any of 
dozens of other intersections in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


No cars are coming through the 


traffic light from your left and it 
would be perfectly safe to make 
your turn and be on your way. In- 
stead, you wait until the light turns 
green and maybe you feel a little 
irritated about having to sit there. 


In 11 states, including California, 


Florida and Missouri, you wouldn't 
have had to wait for the green 
light. Now, the Illinois General As- 
sembly is working on a bill that 
would make it legal in Illinois for 
drivers to turn right on red lights if 
it can be done safely — just as it is 
legal in those states. 


The proposed law would make it 


legal for drivers to turn right on 
red, or left if turning onto a one- 
way street from the left hand lane 
of another one-way street. Drivers 
would be required to yield to cross 


traffic. Signs could be posted to 
prohibit turns on red where they 
are unsafe because of specific cir- 
cumstances. 


We support the proposal and 


hope the General Assembly will 
quickly enact it. At the same time, 
we hope state and local officials 
will take steps to educate drivers 
once the change is enacted. 


There is little doubt, based on ex- 


perience in other states, that right 
turn on red laws work. They can 
speed traffic flow and relieve con- 
gestion at intersections. 


At the same time, the Chicago 


Motor Club recently pointed out a 
legitimate concern if the right turn 
law is enacted in Illinois. The mo- 
tor club has said that both drivers 
and pedestrians will have to get 
used to it and has proposed a pro- 
gram of education to avoid con- 
fusion during the transition. 


We agree with that idea. And, 


like many motorists in the North- 
west suburbs, we can imagine how 
many minutes we will save once 
the law is enacted. If nothing else, 
we'll be stuck in a traffic jam 
around the corner instead of wait- 
ing for a green light.

MSB's corn: a trustee's view 


Corn IB hardly a cash crop in the 


Northwest suburb* — but the Herald's in 
the middle of a mini-controversy about 
it.

central Illinois. Well, some of the time 
the MSD doesn't grow corn on the land, 
and It gets paid $18,000 from the U.S.

servation Service. 


The Herald's Metropolitan Editor, Ro- 


ger Capettlnl, wrote a column on the 
growth (or non-growth) of corn, and it 
drew a reply from Joan Anderson, 
recently elected MSD trustee and the 
lone Republican on the MSD board.

I respectfully question some of your as- 


sumptions and conclusions about the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District's Fulton 
County Land Reclamation Project in Ro- 
ger Capettim's column on your editorial 
page Friday, March 2, titled "MSD and 
its Corn Growth Saga." 


You are correct in stating that the 


primary objective of the MSD is not to 
grow corn. The primary objective of the 
Sanitary District is to clean up the wa- 
terways. To achieve this, it must develop 
a total program of top quality treatment 
that separates the solid wastes from the 
water returned to the waterways. How- 
ever, the District cannot create air or 
land pollution instead when it disposes its 
solid wastes. 


The District has, as part of this total 


environmental objective, embarked on a 
program of basic recycling of its solid 
wastes by returning these solids to the 


land which is where they came from in 
the first place. 


The use of sludge as an agricultural 


fertilizer is hardly a new brainchild of 
the MSD. It has been applied in Europe 
continuously from the year 1550. In the 
midwest it has been sold to farmers for 
years under the name of "Milorganite" 
which comes from Milwaukee Organic 
Fertilizer There are a number of other 
communities in the U S that have and 
are using this recycle concept. 


The problem for the District is that the 


huge amounts — 800 dry tons per day — 
produced by a population of 5M: million 
persons and an added industrial waste 
equivalent to another 4V2 million persons 
is such that large amounts of acreage

from a predictable source is necessary. 
The 12,000 acres in Fulton County, al- 
though large in number, do not begin to 
provide the necessary acreage on a long- 
term basis. 


This does not rule out the development 


of methods other than direct ownership 
of the land by the MSD. The fertilizer, 
incidentally, is not being dumped. It is 
being applied in carefully controlled 
amounts on land that has been graded by 
the District so that proper agricultural 
conditions can be achieved. Incidentally, 
the District in farming this land and util- 
izing this fertilizer represents a value of 
approximately $30 an acre for equivalent 
commercial fertilizer. 


The careful technological controls are 


being carried out in conjunction with the 
University of Illinois because of the pre- 


sent day great caution about not creating 
heretofore unrecognized damage to the 
environment. I might add that these 
technological controls are not required of 
the farming industry in general, and a 
recent court decision, (County of Grundy 
v. Soil Enrichment Corporation, Appel- 
late Court, 3rd District, Ottawa) held 
that applying digested sludge is an agri- 
cultural purpose. 


You criticize the District for taking 


part m the Federal Soil Bank program. 
While many aspects of the Soil Bank pro- 
gram can be strongly criticized, I feel 
the administrators of the District would 
not be fulfilling their responsibilities if 
they refused to seek legitimate revenues 
under this program. This criticism is 
analogous to asking a local school dis- 
trict not to accept revenue from the real 
property tax just because o fwhat you 
and I might believe are inequitable as- 
sessment practices. As a Con-Con dele- 
gate I worked to abolish the personal 
property tax just because of what you 
ently unfair. However, I did not think, 
before the tax was abolished, that I 
should insist that the local school district 
stop levying. On the contrary, the solu- 
tion is to see to it that the inequitable 
provisions themselves are changed. 


The District is hardly "making a profit" 


on its land reclamation project. As you 
point out, it has spent many millions in 
developing the program and justifies this 
expenditure because it feels it is environ- 
mentally and economically the thing to 
do. Fulton County, in the same way, par- 
ticipates in this program because it also 
feels it is the environmentally and eco- 
nomically right thing for them to do. 


There is much honest and needed de- 


bate over recycling concepts. However, 
the National Society of Professional En- 
gineers, in recently choosing the Fulton 
County project as one of the top ten na- 
tional engineering achievements of 1972, 
honored the project by stating, 


"The 'Prairie Plan' offers an opportu- 


nity not only for utilization of wastewater 
solids, but also for the reintegration of 
man back into the natural environment. 
The Metropolitan Sanitary District of 
Greater Chicago, serving a population 


and an industrial equivalent load equal 
to 10,000,000 people, is recycling its solids 
and anticipates solving, in an ecological- 
ly sound manner, its problem of what to 
do with wastewater solids The 'Prairie 
Plan' thus provides an opportunity for 
multiple-use benefits including reclama- 
tion, agriculture, development, recrea- 
tion, conservation, wildlife preservation, 
and natural science education." 


Many of us are deeply concerned about 


the need for governments to work more 
effectively together to achieve cleaner 
environment. I know the Herald cares 
too, and you are to be commended for 
your efforts The District is planning to 
schedule some Fulton County tours in 
early summer and you are most cordial- 
ly invited to come and judge the pro- 
gram for yourself.

touffa on Wall Street and seem to be get- 
ting tougher. 


The public, stung in 1989, still is sitting 


on the sidelines. Public and congression- 
al pressure* are forcing revolutionary 
changes that already have and will con- 
tinue to eat into commissions. Com- 
petition from the Third Market is eroding 
profits. Brokerage houses are merging or 
disappearing. Account executives are 
looking for new jobs. 


Major houses, however, are rising to 


the challenge. 


On March 14, three prestigious firms — 


Merrill Lynch, E. F. Mutton and Donald- 
son, Lufkin ft Jenrette — responded to 
the worsening profit picture by announc- 
ing plans to form holding companies. 
Such restructuring will open new reve- 
nue areas to make up the shrinkage 
caused by lower volume and lower com- 
missions. 


A MONTH AGO the 103-year-old firm 


of Domtnick & Domlnlck, Inc., the origi- 
nal bankers for General Motors and Shell 
'OH, attacked the problem by strength- 
ening iU equity base. A group of in- 
vestors led by Joe L, Allbritton, the 
Houston banker-financier, put up about 
$7 million in cash and a subordinated 
bank loan. 


Pere M. Kennedy, who came aboard as 


D*D chairman about nine months ago, 
said the new capital will be used to solid- 
ify the firm's equity-to-debt base, now 
one of the best on the street. It also will 
permit expansion into "a variety of other 


financial services and related business- 
es." 
• 


"The Street is very nervous, very blue, 


today," said Kennedy, a lean, precise 
man who pauses frequently to think be- 
fore answering questions. "We decided 
that changes, externally and internally, 
were needed to establish a strong posi- 
tion. Without that, we can't be in a posi- 
tion to make money for our clients. And 
that's absolutely necessary if the Street 
is to win back the investor. After all, he 
had a bad experience in 1969 and knows 
he can get 6 per cent from banks and 7 
to 8 per cent from bonds." 


Kennedy's philosophy of change, aside 


from winning back public confidence, is 
to have an organization "equipped to 
take advantage of any new investment 
fields or opportunities that come along." 


HE'S A DOER as well as a talker. 


Since taking over as chairman, Kennedy 
has beefed up the D&D research depart- 
ment and named a new director for it. 
He also has appointed a new institutional 
sales director, a new block trading man- 
ager, a new director of over-the-counter 
trading and doubled the personnel in his 
corporate financing department. 


Kennedy believes that the Street can't 


regain the vitality and public confidence 
necessary to ride along profitably with 
the sweeping changes being made unless 
it attracts and holds "top people."

Banks get rebuke for interest hike 


Commercial bankers are being called 


on the carpet by the Nixon adminis- 
tration this week for their move to boost 
the prime rate from VA per cent to «% 
per cent. Following mis action on Mon- 
day, Arthur Burns, chairman of the 
Committee on Interest and Dividends, 
criticized the rate hike and summoned 
bank representatives to a meeting tomor- 
row in his Washington office. 


What this means is that bankers are 


willing to risk administration flak to re- 
store credibility in the prime rate, ac- 
cording to David Shaw, president of the 
WoodfieH Bank in Schaumburg. 


The prime rate is traditionally a reflec- 


tion of the cost of money to banks and 
short-term users. Its ups and downs In- 
dicate the, rates charged to a bank's 
most credit-wormy commercial custom- 
ers. Other rates are scaled upward from 
this point. 


"But the bank prime rate is way be- 


hind other rates in reflecting the cost of 
money in the past month," said Shaw. 
"This Is simply because the prime rate 
has a very high profile (has great public 
interest). So what Mr. Burns is trying to 
do is to make it look like he's trying to 
bold the line on price through the bank 
rates." 


"If the prime rate is held in check, the 


theory goes, it will help to hold the price 
of money down. The one problem is, that 
you're putting the commercial banks in 
the position of trying to attract deposits 
or loadable money, at a price exceeding 


the amount he can charge," Shaw ex- 
plained 


BANKERS TODAY are paying more 


than 7 per cent for their short term 
funds, and the interest rates for other 
short term instruments is rising rapidly. 
"So when you're paving out this amount 
for me money and lending it at 8% per 
cent or even 6Vi, you're losing money," 
Shaw continued. "Even the new prime 
rate is unbelievable. 


"I would be absolutely astounded if

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the '30s, and people with money in the 
performance funds were reminded of a 
Newton's law of the market: What goes 
up fast comes down fast As the hot 
funds of '67 plummeted, you could stand 
on almost any corner of Wall Street, and 
hear voices saying, "I told you so." 


THESE VOICES went on to tell the 


mutual fund investor that now he had 
learned his lesson about chasing after 
those flighty blondes, the volatile per- 
formance funds, and he should settle 
down with a nice solid fund that could 
cook and sew, and take care of htm in 
his old age. 


So now we know. All we want is a fund 


that just does a little better than average 
— which shouldn't be too hard to fund. 
There are some 500 funds in the country, 
among which there should be plenty of 
just "better than average" funds mat 
stay out there in the kitchen with their 
aprons on, making bread. 


A monthly magazine that analyzes 


fund performance — "FundScope," pub- 
lished In Los Angeles — in its current 
issue rates 481 funds on their eight-year 
performance records, 1965 through 1972. 


Make a guess as to how many funds 


were above average in all eight years. 


Two, Just two. 
Another eight managed to stay above 


average In seven of the eight years, and 
22 were above the middle line six times 
during the period. 


This seems to say that your chances of 


picking a fund that's consistently above 
average are not very good. In fact, the 
FundScope figures show you have less 
than one chance in five of picking a fund 
that will be above average more than 50 
per cent of the time. 


And if your crystal ball can come up 


with the name of a fund that will be con- 


sistently above average, what investment 
results can you expect? 


THE FOLLOWING figures show the 


value, at year-end 1972, of an assumed 
investment of $1,000, less sates commis- 
sion if any, at the beginning of 1965. And 
for something to shoot at, the fund that 
consistently shows up at the top of all the 
lists, in terms of long-range perform- 
ance, is Rowe Price New Horizons. 
There the $1,000 investment grew to 
15,953. 


The two funds rated above average in 


all eight years by FundScopc produced 
results of $2,693 and $2,078. 


To compare that with the heroes of 


yesteryear, we took the top five funds of 
1965, as rated by FundScope, and calcu- 
lated the investment result In order of 
their 1965 ranks, beginning with No. 1: 
$3,064, $3,265, $1,820, $709 (when No. 4 
was last heard from) and $2,128. 


If all this leaves you still confused 


about bow to pick the right fund — think 
of all the company you've got.

pate as much as a one-fourth to one-half 
point rise within six months from now." 


The jawboning efforts by Burns and 


others in the administration were pow- 
erful enough to roil back, prime rate 
moves once before this year. But this has 
only a cosmetic effect if it does not 
change the real cost of money, Shaw 
said. 


A series of events led up to the current 


steep climb in short term rates, accord- 
ing to Shaw. The federal outlays for 
Medicare and other programs during the 
Johnson 
administration 
was 
accom- 


panied by continual expansion of the U.S. 
money supply. This had an inflationary 
effect on the value of the dollar, decreas- 
ing its value in this country and in for- 
eign markets. 


THE EUROPEAN dollar crisis is in 


part a reflection of the problems created 
by this inflation. Demand for U.S. dollars 
overseas is declining. 


"At the same time, what is happening 


here Is that we've had an extremely vig- 
orous recovery during 1972 and we have 
glowing prospects for the economy hi 
1973," Shaw explained. As a result, the 
demand for credit is skyrocketing. "With 
excess supply in Europe, and excess de- 
mand here, it means higher rates, any 
way you look at it," said Shaw. 


This is reflected in the higher cost of 


money which bankers in turn lend to 
companies expanding their inventories or 
considering plant expansions. Shaw noted 
that long-term rates and consumer loan 
rates are remaining relatively stable.

If someone will listen 
depressed can recover

"It's un-American to be depressed." 
With that statement, Dr. Pauline Bart, 


sociologist at the University of Illinois- 
Circle Campus, sums up society's atti- 
tude toward the most common form of 
mental illness, depression. 


One in every eight Americans suffers a 


bout of depression serious enough to re- 
quire psychiatric help, and yet, the over- 
whelming response of Americans to 
depression — either their own or others' 
— is Intolerance. This attitude is seen by 
many experts as aggravating the prob- 
lem, which all too often ends In suicide. 


Statistics have long indicated that sui- 


cide is attempted much more frequently 
by women than by men. Many experts 
also believe that persons who attempt or 
accomplish suicide have communicated 
their tmhappiness in some way to some- 
one close. But that person quite likely 
failed to notice, consciously ignored, or 
belittled the communication. 


According to Dr. Leo Jacobs,' psy- 


c&iatrlst at Forest Hospital in DCS 
Plaines, a depressed housewife, for ex- 
ample, may actually say to her husband 
that she Is going to kill herself. But the 
husband, thinking she won't do it, does 
not respond to her threat, and believes 
that his lack of response will actually 
help her to forget the notion. But this 
may only fonfirm her belief that she is 
not wanted. 


FURTHER CONFUSING her spouse, 


the woman may subsequently appear to 
snap out of her doldrums — only to be 
found dead shortly thereafter. Experts 
have noted that depressed persons char- 
acteristically cheer up once they have 
decided to commit suicide. 


"It's very important not to put down a 


person who is depressed," Dr. Bart em- 
phasized. She said also that to remind a 
depressed person how much better off he 
Is than others — the common response of 
Americans — does no good and only 
makes the person feel guilty about being 
depressed. 


"We need to let a depressed person 


have his depression,'' believes Mrs. Bob- 
bie McKay, psychologist who counsels 
suburban women. "Telling the person to 
'look on the sunny aide' only keeps the 
depression in. If you can say to that per- 
son. 'Yes' I know how you feel and it's 
rotten' - the person might think. 'Well, I 
guess I don't have to commit ?• 'cide — 
someone understands.'" 


There is an advantage in just having 


someone take you seriously and listen, 
according to Dr. Bart. This in itself helps 
a depressed person's self-esteem, be- 
cause he sees that he is worth someone 
else's time. 


"A great many of the depressed wom- 


en I see are in situations where they 
can't express their feelings," Mrs. 
McKay said. "They are in marriages 
that aren't working, or they feel that no 
one is interested In their problems, no 
one cares — so they cork it up." 


Mrs. McKay works with the women 


primarily in groups. "We talk about 
what to do when the kids are gone, what 
to do with loneliness, what it means to be 
the kind of women they are. And I try to 
help them deepen their relationships. 


"I TRY TO help them find out what 


they enjoy doing, then I ask them how 
often they do that. The answer usually is 
•almost never.'" 


A special problem is the depression 


that often strikes women when they 
reach menopause. But Dr. Jacobs consid- 
ers this another product of societal atti- 
tudes. 


"Menopause is a source of subjective 


stress to women," he said. "They think 
they are no longer attractive, and there- 
fore no longer worthwhile. It's also part 
of the social attitude toward aging — 
aging is too close to death, and society 
has a phobia about death. 


"If people are prepared to accept 


death as a natural phenomenon, they are 
less likely to commit suicide." 


People also are less likely to commit 


suicide if they believe their depression is 
only temporary. And, indeed, the "spon- 
taneous course of a depression is toward 
recovery," noted Dr. Eugene Trager, di- 
rector of the Northwest Mental Health 
Center. He estimated that 85 per cent of 
all depressions will clear up without 
help, but emphasized that treatment can 
shorten the length of time and lessen the 
severity, as well as prevent recurrence. 


THE NORTHWEST Mental Health 


Center treats patients individually, some 
of whom have called on the suicide hot- 
line operated by the center. Such callers 
are urged to make an appointment to 
come in and see one of the doctors, rath- 
er than "rapping" on the line. 


"People who call suicide prevention 


centers are not likely to commit sui- 
cide," Dr. Trager believes. He feels they 
want to be prevented and will therefore 
be receptive to the suggestion of personal 
therapy. If they are not willing to do this, 
Dr. Trager believes, they cannot be 
helped over the phone. 


He pointed to statistics in the Journal 


of Comprehensive Psychiatry indicating 
that in cities where suicide hot-lines are 
operated, there has been no change in 
the suicide rates compared to rates in 
the absence of such lines. 


Indeed, there was no call to a suicide 


line by Marianne, the depressed house- 
wife whose attempted suicide was re- 
counted in Part I. She landed in the psy- 
chiatric ward at Lutheran General Hos- 
pital, Park Ridge. 


ACCORDING TO clinical 
specialist 


Sharon 
Romness, 
Lutheran General 


treats "a great many women in their 40s 
whose children have gone off to college 
and who are hit by depression." The key 
to therapy there, Miss Romness said, is 
helping the women realize their personal 
resources, develop their sense of identity 
and offer them alternatives to their pre- 
sent lives. 


"You can't change the past," remark- 


ed head nurse Mary Wermers. "But you 
can overcome its effect. You can look at 
your present situation and then do some- 
thing about it." 


Or, as social worker John Niesel tells 


patients, "Risk it! Things aren't so good 
now because you are in a psychiatric 
unit — the last resort. Stop copping out. 
Throw away your catastrophic ex- 
pectations about change because, with 
change, there's a good chance your lives 
will be more satisfying." 


People suffering the anguish of depres- 


sion have withdrawn emotionally and are 
turning what basically is anger toward 
themselves. Niesel counsels them to ex- 
press their anger appropriately — not 
through suicide attempts, violence or 
withdrawal. 


Just as theory of the cause of mental 


illness encompasses several aspects — 
psychological, social, medical, spiritu- 
al — so the treatment of mental illness 
at Lutheran General involves several ap- 
proaches. 


"IT'S A WHOLISTIC concept," ex- 


plained Miss Romness. "We treat the 
physical, social, emotional, spiritual and 
intellectual aspects of the patient." 


A patient is always tested to find out if 


there is any medical problem behind the 
depression, she said, Then, social work- 


ers talk with the patient and his or her 
family to help iron out problems there. 


For example, in the case of Marianne, 


a social worker helped her and her hus- 
band begin resolving their marital dis- 
agreements, which involved the hus- 
band's refusal to let Marianne get a job. 


Patients are also treated through oc- 


cupational therapy — the discovery and 
development of pleasurable and fulfilling 
activities. 


"A woman who brings productive char- 


acteristics to family work and who has 
more resources within herself" is not so 
likely to become depressed, Miss Rom- 
ness explained, but many of the patients 
need help in realizing these resources. 


Since psychiatric patients often suffer 


many spiritual conflicts, chaplains at Lu- 
theran General help them determine 
their feelings about God and the values 
that will make their lives meaningful. In 
contributing to the total integration of 
the person, the chaplains' role is defined 
not so much by what they do as how they 
do it, according to staff members. 


"IT'S A MINISTRY of presence," said 


the Rev. Stephen Massie. And another 
chaplain described the pastoral role as 
"willingness to become involved in the 
lives of patients." 


Rev. Massie noted that "patients often 


say God has left them. This," he said, 
"usually means their relationships with 
people are severed. They're lonely, and 
they think God, too, has rejected them. I 
help them understand God loves them... 
and wants them to lead happy, fulfilled 
lives." 


But religious consultation is not forced 


upon patients, nor is any particular de- 
nominational philosophy. "The love of 
God is non-denominational," says Father 
William Morrison. 


The hospital coordinates closely with 


parish pastors, who may refer persons to 
Lutheran General or may be called in 
upon a patient's request — a break from 
the past relationship between the Clery- 
and psychiatrists, which one clergyman 
described as "an undeclared war." 


Summing up the spiritual input to men- 


t a l health, a female pastor who 
frequently counsels suburban women 
said, "I feel I can be of most help in 
listening and in interpreting the faith." 


BUT PERHAPS the most fundamental 


part of treatment, according to the Lu- 
theran General philosophy, is education. 
Patients are instructed in subjects rang- 
ing from proper dietary habits to the art 
of listening. They learn about them- 
selves, about their relationships with oth- 
ers and about maintaining mental and 
physical health. 


By treating the cognitive aspect rather 


than just the emotional, Miss Romness 
said, therapy "tries to enhance the 
growth process" through education. 


Particularly in the case of housewives 


whose lives have been narrowly con- 
stricted, not just in terms of their role 
but in the resources they bring to it, re- 
covery is "an educational process," Miss 
Romness said. 


It is also an educational process for the 


tfamily of a patient — and for all of 
society, for the first hurdle that must be 
surmounted in treating depression is 
overcoming the fear and stigma attached 
to mental illness and suicide. 


"Patients say they learned a lot here," 


Miss R o m n e s s said. "Psychiatric 
patients learn things most people on the 
outside will never learn."

She's a pipe wrench packin' mama

(UPD—When Lola Bouton picked up a 
pipe wrench and set out to be a plumber, 
her motive was the price of groceries 
and not women's liberation. 


She has nine youngsters to feed. 
The 30-year-oW attractive brunette, 


who says she "gr^w up in Cajun coun- 
try" around Lafayette, La., insists "we 
aren't competing with men. 


"I don't even understand what wom- 


en's lib is all about," she added. 


Lola and German-born Brigette Collum 


slipped into coveralls last fall to become 
the first women plumbers in the Orlando 
area. 


While Lola was thinking of helping 


feed her seven sons and two daughters, 
who ranged in age from three to 15, Bri- 
gette had her own reasons, which also 
had nothing to do with women's rights. 


"ROUTINE SECRETARIAL work is 


just not my bag," said Brigette, 26, who 
has a 7-year-old daughter but is now 
single. 


"If I have to sit behind a desk all day, 


I spend all my time nibbling and getting 
fat," she said. "Now I get around a lot. I 
have lost weight." 


Both tried clerical jobs and worked as 


waitresses before Walt Disney World de- 
cided to hire lady plumbers on a trial 
basis. 


Now they are serving their apprentice- 


ship and can do something no male 
plumber can do — walk into a busy 
lady's rest room, 


That's precisely why Disney decided to 


hire girls. With thousands of visitors in 
the park each day it was impractical to 
close down a restroom each time there 
was a plumbing emergency. 


Even Lola and Brigette sometimes 


cause a stir when they walk into a rest- 
room with their 35-pound tool kits to fix 
a clogged commode or leaky faucet. 


"SOME OF THEM are really shocked 


when they see us," said Lola, whose hus- 
band is a plant manager for a frozen 
chicken distributor. "Others just laugh 
and say, 'Oh, hi Josephine,' after the 
lady plumber on TV." 


And both admit it can be hard work for 


a girl. 


"Some of the equipment is pretty 


heavy," Lola said. "And sometimes we 
have a hard time getting a fitting tight 
enough. But we can do anything if we've 


had our morning cereal." 


Brigette, a native of Duisburg, Germa- 


ny, who decorated her tool box with pas- 
tel flowers, remembers the day she got 
soaked in a women's rest room. 


"It happened when we were working 


on a clogged water pipe," she said. 
"Lola was clearing a blockage from the 
pipe. I was holding a bucket to catch ex- 
cess water. 


"When the pipe suddenly cleared, the 


water came bounding through at full 
pressure and pushed me across the 
floor," she'said. 


Lola, who was forced to learn bow to 


make plumbing repairs while raising 
children and keeping house, got the job 
at the recommendation of the local 
plumbers and steamfitters union. Bri- 
gette, a former secretary, was working 
in Disney's audio-animatronics depart- 
ment when she learned of the new job 
opening. She immediately applied for a 
transfer.

NEW YORK - Folks around Forest 


City, N.C., lately have been stopping by 
the Piedmont Dodge dealership on tree- 
lined Main Street. They were seriously 
wondering if Smoky Burgess, one of the 
store's owners, will be spending the sum- 
mer up north again. They had been read- 
ing about the new designated pinchhitter 
(DPH) rule in the American League. 


"No, oh no," Smoky tells them. "Been 


out too long. And then I see my six-year- 
old grandson, and I know I'm too old. 
Besides, the doctor don't want me doing 
nothing that'll flurry me up too much." 


When Burgess retired from baseball 


after playing the 1967 season with the 
Chicago White Sox, he was 40 years old. 
He felt it was about time to return for 
good to his little hometown (population 
8,000) in the foothills of the Smoky Moun- 
tains, the region that gave him his nick- 
name. He returned home after having 
established the record for most pinch- 
hits in a big-league career, 144 hits over 
18 seasons. 


In his last few seasons Burgess had 


emerged as a national phenomenon. 
Paunchy, stocky (5-8, 195 pounds), side- 
burns graying, he was the supreme spe- 
cialist used only to pinch-hit in moments 
when the game was In the balance. He 
would roll up lo the plate and invariably 


slam a base hit to break np the ball 
game. Then he'd waddle back to the 
dugout as he passed the pinch-runner 
who had been poised on the dugout steps. 
Burgess was regularly getting standing 
ovations. 


By the end of the 1967 season, he re- 


called recently, his eyesight was slipping 
("Balls I thought I'd get on the fat of the 
bat I was hitting on the handle"). He 
also needed an operation for ulcers. 
Late-inning pressures on a grandaddy 
can be harmful to bis health. 


"Today," he said, "the doc don't 


want me stirrin' up my inside stomach, 
or what's left of it. He took out two-thirds 
of it. But my paunch? Sure, I keep that. 
It's my trademark." 


Burgess' trademark was also the 


clutch pinch-hit; he came to mind with 
the announcement of the new rale, which 
allows one predetermined man to hit in 
the pitcher's spot but allows the pitcher 
to stay in the game. 


"It's a real good thing," Burgess said. 


"I'm not sure it'll mean a whole lot more 
runs scored. But I think it'll keep the 
games tighter, 
because the starting 


pitcher will be able to stay in the game. 
Before, a pitcher who was doing good 
might be taken out in the late Innings of 
a close game and then the relief pitcher 
would be hit hard."

Birdie Tebbetts, who managed Burgess 


at Cincinnati, once said, "You can wake 
Smoky up on Christmas morning and 
he'll get you your hits." 


"You know how that came about?" 


asked Smoky. "It was when we were go- 
ing north in the spring of 1956. We 
stopped to play a game in KnoxviHe. 


"It was about 32 degrees, and snow 


was layin' around on the grass. 


"I was settin' on the bench wearing 


three or four jackets and was all 
wrapped up in a blanket, toe. It came 
down to the ninth inning. We were get- 
ting beat by a run. Camilo Pascnal was 
pitching and that was when he could 
throw real hard. Tebbetts called me to 
pinch-hit. 


"So I took off everything and went up 


there. I usually took the first pitch, not 
like other pinch-hitters. I had the gift of 
God that I never needed no warmups 
and I could swing hard on the first pitch. 
It was so cold this day that I knew I'd be 
swinging right away to get out of there. 
Well, I lined that first pitch over the 
right field fence to tie the game. I ran 
around the bases and into the dugout and 
straight into the clubhouse. I wasn't tak- 
ing no chances on Birdie wantui' me to 
play any more that day." 


Burgess said his most satisfying pinch 


hit came on the next-to-last day of the 
1956 season. He was called to hit against 
the Cubs with the score 9-0 in Cincin- 
nati's favor. The Reds needed one more 
homer to tie the Giants' season record of 
221. Roy McMillan, a weak hitter, was 
due up. 


"But Birdie called me and said, 'Smo- 


ky, get up there and hit. But a homer or 
nothing.' I homered on the first pitch." 


When Burgess was with the White Sox, 


Al Weis was virtually his designated 
pinch runner. Once, Burgress hit a 
double and discovered that Weis had 
practically beaten him to second base. 


"That's when I figured this was no 


game for a granddaddy," said Burgress.

FISHERMEN who like to hunt Lake 


Michigan will have an extra incentive for 
most of this season 


The M4M Sporting Goods stores in 


Milwaukee. Wis. are sponsoring a contest 
that will award the eventual winner a 
1973 Ford Pinto station wagon. Not a bad 
trophy for the .angler who can come up 
with a trophy-sized bag out of the big 
pond. 


The dates for the contest will be from 


May 1 through Sept 30 and there are five 
species to be considered in the com- 
petition: Rainbow Trout; Lake Trout; 
Chinook Salmon; Coho Salmon; German 
Brown Trout Besides the big winner, 
there will be SO other prizes for each of 
the ID best catches in the five categories. 
The latter prizes include tackle and out- 
door equipment. 


Rules and entry blanks will be avail- 


able at all M&M stores In Milwaukee, 
plus "points to be announced." Catches 
will have to be registered at official sta- 
tions, etc. Early Information indicates 
that the contest will be open to anglers 
plying "West Shore waters," which in- 
cludes you and me. 


Attendance at three area boat shows 


indicates that, as usual, the energetic 
salesmen 
are putting a lot of in- 


experienced boaters on the waters this 
season That's alright, except we annual- 
ly wonder who must assume the ultimate 
responsibility of making certain that the 
skipper of a brand new 30 foot some- 
thing-or-other knows how to operate it 
safely.. .and in accordance with the 
various laws that govern him. 


It's relatively simple to get hold of a 


chart showing the Uniform Waterway 
Marking System that guides the boater 
on all navigable waters . .providing the 
skipper will take the trouble to digest the 
information. 


He should also knew some other 


things: Like the telephone number: WE 
4-1212, a pretty good weather service of 
Illinois Bell; and K2-K51 for water and 
wind conditions on Like Michigan. 


The National Weather Service broad- 


casts continuous weather Information on 
FM radio at 112.44 Mil* from Chicago. 
This is a Chicago area report. Milwaukee 
reports on 162.40 MHz. 


New boaters also tend to Ignore the 


more obvious, but esoteric weather sig- 
nals displayed by the U.S. Coast Guard. 
At the mouth of every major harbor he 
can find small craft advisory warnings, 
if he knows what they mean. Example; 
One red pennant — or one red light 
above a white light; Small craft warning, 
meaning that weather conditions within 
five miles of the shoreline are present or 
forecast that might be hazardous to 
small boats. That doesn't mean you can't 
go out. It means you shouldn't, but if you 
insist, no one is going to stop you. 


Two red triangular pennants (by day), 


IT a white light tbove a red fight at 
flight. Gale warning. Indicates winds of 
34 to 47 knots present or forecast. Stay in 
the harbor' 


A single square red flag with a black 


center or two red lights at night: Storm 
warning Winds of 48 knots (55 mph) and 
above. This is the most forceful warning 
you will see for the Great Lakes. Stay 
home. 


Besides the harbor notices on Lake 


Michigan, the weather advisories are 
also flown from a tower at Korean's 
Landing on Fox Lake. These warnings 
are flown on a six hour schedule, which 
is why they often seem Inaccurate, but 
don't test them. 


The skipper also ought to know that 


whether he Is in a 10 foot dinghy or a 40 
foot cruiser, he is bound by various laws. 
He knows, for example, that he must 
have an approved-life jacket for every 
passenger, or a seat cushion, and he 
knows that a ski belt is not an approved 
life preserver. He probably also knows 
that at sundown he needs running lights, 
what color and where they go on the 
boat. 


He also probably knows that the capac- 


ity of his boat is 850 pounds, or whatever, 
but he perhaps doesn't realize that that 
figure must include not only the people 
and their gear, but the beer cooler, the 
picnic chest, and, surprise, surprise, the 
weight of the outboard motor. He per- 
haps might be able to guess that a good 
way to figure "people" capacity is to 
multiply the number of passengers by 
150 IDS. That's a lot more accurate than 
figuring three people per boat seat, as 
one genius tried to explain to the Coast 
Guard inspector. 


Some fellows also learn the hard way 


that a boat with a manufacturer's recom- 
mended horsepower rating of 50 won't go 
twice as fast with a 100 hp. engine It 
go under twice as fast. He prob- 
ably knows that he needs a fire ex- 
tinguisher and a noisemaker if his motor 
is over 10 horsepower, even if he doesn't 
necessarily know why. 


And he really ought to know that a sea 


anchor can not only keep him from being 
caught in an embarrassing position by 
the Coast Guard rescue ship.. .it just 
might save his life. 


When a wind whips "out of nowhere," 


they never come out of nowhere, they 
just came from somewhere else and both 
the Coast Guard and the National Weath- 
er Service knew about them, even if you 
didn't, he should just go to the nearest 
shoreline and wait. 


Sometimes, though, the winds are too 


strong and the waves too high. So throw 
out a sea anchor to keep the bow of the 
boat into the waves. 


A sea anchor is a dandy little life saver 


that can keep a small boat and its pas- 
sengers from swamping in heavy water, 
because it keeps the waves banging at 
the bow of the boat and the boat riding 
them. Without a sea anchor, the boat 
gets turned sideways where it can take 
the full force of a wave and get up- 
set. . or it turns tail to the waves and 
hard water comes over the stern, 
swamping, and probably, sinking it. 


A sea anchor is best made out of a 


bucket. Tie the anchor line (from the 
bow) to the bucket and toss the bucket 
over the bow. When it fills with water, 
the bucket links and "anchors" the bow 
end of the boat. The wind then blows you 
the same direction it blows the waves. 
No bucket on board? 


Okay, dump everything out of that dan- 


dy new tackle box, leave the box open, 
tie the bow line to the tackle box handle 
and toss it overboard. Presto, a sea an- 
chor that Juit might keep you afloat until 
kelp comei, And as long as there's some 
time to Mil, yon might as well fish. 
There's nothing else yon can do. 


There is one other thing new boat own- 


ers ought to consider. Power Squadron 
classes that teach all the things men- 
tioned here, and a lot more besides. 
There's a new one at Teece Pavilion in 
Waukegan Harbor each Monday evening 
at 7:30 p.m. Or call the U.S. Coast Guard 
for information about others in your 
area.

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Annexation pact 
for multi-family 
project studied

An annexation agreement (or a pro- 


posed multi-family development at the 
southeast corner of Arlington Heights 
and Checker roads will be drawn up and 
probably considered 
by the 
Buffalo 


Grove Village Board in two to three 
weeks. 


The public hearing on the proposed 


39.8-acre project was held Monday night 
after the regular village board meeting. 
On Feb. 21 the plan commission recom- 
mended that the village board approve 
the project. 


Mrs. Clarice Rech, the only plan com- 


mission member to vote against the proj- 
ect, said she opposed it because 47 per 
cent of the land was in the flood plain. 


The developers, Arthur Swanson and 


Associates and the Donald Scholz Co., 
said they plan to alter the flood plain on 
the site and provide for storm water re- 
tention. This will be done by deepening 
the area adjacent to Buffalo Creek on 
each side and using fill to build up the 
low region. 


Mrs. Rech said, however, that in the 


past flood problems nave occurred when- 
ever the flood plain has been altered. 


SHE ALSO EXPRESSED concern over

Hearing set 
on plea for 
annexation 


A second public hearing on the Buffalo 


Grove Fire Department's request for an- 
nexation and reioining of 6.5 acres of 
land for construction of a new fire sta- 
tion on Dundee Road will be held tonight. 


The bearing before the Buffalo Grove 


Plan Commission will begin at 8 p.m. 
The first public bearing on the project 
was held Jan. 31. 


If approved, the fire station will be 


constructed directly west of the Kings- 
wood Methodist Church on Dundee 
Road. Construction of the station would 
take about a year. 


Through Village Trustee Randall Rath- 


Jen, who is employed by Homeflnders 
Realty Co., the fire department obtained 
a four-month option last November to 
buy the land at a cost of about $352,000. 
The purchase Is contingent on gaining 
the necessary zoning. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT plans to 


build the fire station on two acres of the 
site and then recover the cost of the sta- 
tion by selling the remaining 4.5 acres at 
a profit. For this reason it has been 
termed a "free" station. 


Several citizens have charged Rathjen 


with a conflict of interest because he 
stands to make a commission from both 
the original sale and resale of the land. 
Rathjen has denied that it is a conflict of 
Interest. 


In February, Buffalo Grove Fire Chief 


Wayne Winter announced that the fire 
department would let the option to buy 
the land run out because they could not 
find a buyer for the 4.S acres. Several 
days later, however, Winter said a poten- 
tial buyer had been found and the plan 
was still on. 


fakt Creek. She said because It Is the 
first time a large development will be 
built on the creek, its effect on flooding 
will not be known until it is constructed. 


Paul Swanson, of Arthur Swanson and 


Associates said, "The development will 
create no additional burden to the Buf- 
falo Creek area. We will meet your ordi- 
nances or we won't build It," he added. 


Tom Hamilton of the Des Plaines Riv- 


er Basin Committee said at the plan 
commission's public bearing in Decem- 
ber, his group is designing a master plan 
for flood control in the river watershed. 
He recommended that no building be 
allowed in the local flood plain until the 
group's plan is completed in two to three 
years. 


Hamilton said plans fop possible reten- 


tion facilities and developments up- 
stream could have an effect on the Swan- 
son property. Mrs. Rech said she also 
objected to the development because she 
thinks Buffalo Creek and the area around 
it should be preserved for public use. 


THE DEVELOPMENT, if approved 


will contain 319 privately owned town- 
houses and condominiums. The devel- 
opment will house about 900 persons and 
will be completed in about three years. 


The developer will also be required to 


stead of land to School Dlst. 98. Although 
the amount of the donation depends on 
the number of students generated by the 
project, it is predicted It will be about 
$80,000. 


The developer will also be Required to 


post a cash bond with the Lake County 
Highway Department to cover any dam- 
age done to Arlington Heights Road by 
construction vehicles.

Hawthorn project vote is tonight 


The Buffalo Grove Plan Commission 


tonight is scheduled to vote on a recom- 
mendation to the village board for the 
proposed annexation of the Hawthorn de- 
velopment.

The question of whether to perform 


abortion* on requeet at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital in Arlington Heights still 
Is unresolved. 


The executive committee of the board 


of directors met Monday night but failed 
to take any action on the abortion Issue. 


The board's inaction means the hospi- 


tal will continue operating under its cur- 
rent policy of performing abortions only 
for medical reasons. 


The U.S. Supreme Court ruled on Jan. 


22 that women hav« the right to obtain 
an abortion from a doctor during the 


first three months of pregnancy. On 
March 1 a federal court judge signed an 
order putting Illinois law in compliance 
with the Supreme Court ruling. 


Several hospitals and clinics In Cook 


County have been performing abortions 
on request this month while other hospi- 
tals, such as Northwest Community Hos- 
pital, have been moving more slowly. 


"This Issue (abortion) won't die. It will 


go carefully from one level to another. 
This is a policy matter we are giving a 
great deal of consideration to," said Mal- 


colm MaCoun, president of Northwest 
Community Hospital. 


The board of directors is now waiting 


for a recommendation from the medical 
staff. The board has also asked for fur- 
ther information from its atorney on the 
interpretation of the Supreme Court rul- 
ing before it makes a final decision. 


LIKE ANY major social issue there is 


not unanimity among the medical staff 
on the abortion issue, said MacCoun. He 
said he would expect the board to make 
a decision within "a couple of months." 


The hospital receives an average of 


one call a day asking about abortions, 
according to a hospital spokesman. 


Jack Ryon, director of public relations 


for the hospital, said if abortions were 
performed on request it would probably 
not be on a clinical basis and the patients 
would be those of physicians currently on 
the staff at the hospital. 


"I highly question that more doctors 


would be admitted to the staff for the 
specific purpose of performing abor- 
tions," said Ryon. "The credentials com- 
mittee is quite severe and we have a 
very high caliber staff. I just can't con- 


ceive of doctors being admitted to the 
staff solely for the purpose of performing 
abortions."

Children's dental clinic plans announced

Plans were announced this week by the 


Des Plaines League of Women Voters 
and the Cook County Public Health De- 
partment to establish a free children's 
dental clinic designed to serve low and 
moderate-income Northwest suburban 
families. 


The Westminster Presbyterian Church, 


800 S. Beau Dr., Des Plaines, has been 
chosen as a location for the clinic, tenta- 
tively scheduled to open early in Septem- 
ber. Two rooms of the church have been 
donated for the facility. 


Mrs. Donald Rose, health chairman of 


the Des Plaines League of Women Vot- 
ers, said there has been a long-standing 
need for such a dental facility in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


GROUNDWORK for the clinic was laid 


In January of 1972 when Cook County 
Public Health officials told a panel of 
women's league members the county 
would aid interested citizens in estab- 
lishing a free dental facility. 


So far, the county has agreed to pro- 


vide the dentist as well as pay the cost of 
everyday dental supplies. A dental chair 


unit has been provided by the U.S. De- 
partment of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare (HEW). 


In addition, a commitment has been 


made by the Des Plaines Junior Wom- 
an's Club and the Salvation Army to con- 
tribute at least $2,000. Proceeds from the 
next Des Plaines Jaycees' fund raising 
event will also be donated to the clinic. 


Mrs. Rose said about $7,500 is still 


needed to purchase cabinets, X-ray de- 
velopment equipment, a dental drill and 
desks. 


"We're also going to need clerical vol- 


unteers and drivers to bring people to 
and from the clinic," she said. 


THE CLINIC will be open to children 


under 16 years old. Appointments can be 
made through the county health depart- 
ment, 243-5832, operators of the center. 
Health department officials will screen 
each child's school file before an appoint- 
ment is made, to determine his parent's 
financial status. 
.Mrs. Rose said county health depart- 
ment family income guidelines for dental 
care will be used in determining a fami- 
lies' eligibility to use the clinic. 


A family of three must earn no more 


than $8,242 yearly, according to county 
guidelines, to be eligible. A family of 
four must earn no more than $9,641 per 
year while the minimum for a family of 
five is $11,000 and $12,467 is the per year 
minimum income for a family of six or 
more.

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To be part of April 14 election 
School board sets Vote' 
on cutting textbook fees 


The Elk Grove Township Dist. SB 


school board has unanimously approved 
holding a referendum to eliminate text- 
book fees. The decision was made at a 
board meeting Monday. 


The referendum will be included in the 


general school board election April 14. 


The board took its action after a rec- 


ommendation to drop the fees was made 
by Allen Sparks, chairman of the board's 
budget committee. The actual motion to 
hold the referendum was made by board 
secretary Sharrle Miklebrandt. 


If the referendum is passed, textbook 


fees will be dropped for the 1973-74 
school year, which starts in September. 


By law, the referendum must ask the 


voters if they want "free" textbooks, 
with "yes" and "no" responses marked 
on the ballot. 


The term "free" is misleading. Funds 


to make up the lost revenue from text- 
book rentals win come from the educa- 
tional fund, which is part of the school 
district's tax levy.

The district now charges a fee of $10 


per child for textbook rental. Sparks esti- 
mated the loss of revenue (if the fee is 
dropped) at $105,000. 


THE DISTRICT would also have to 


supply textbooks for parochial schools in 
the district, but these expenses would be 
refunded by the state. 


Sparks based his recommendation on 


findings of the budget committee, which 
met last week. He said the projected 
budget for 1973-74 shows a projected de- 
crease of $152,000 in the level of borrow- 
ing compared to the present year. 


If the rental fees are eliminated, the 


level of borrowing would be reduced by 
only $47,000. Sparks admitted that elimi- 
nation of the rental conflicts with the 


board's policy of trying to reduce bor- 
rowing. 


Although the district can apparently 


afford the loss of textbook fees for the 
coming year, Sparks said there may be 
problems in future years. He said the 
district's financial position would face "a 
general tightening" as student population 
drops and the assessed valuation stabi- 
lizes. As student population drops,state 
aid will also decrease. 


He said the district may seek a refer- 


endum later in the year to increase the 
educational fund tax rate. 


If that tax rate referendum would fail, 


the district would be forced to either in- 
crease borrowing or discontinue some 
educational services. 


Boys' Baseball organization 
will remain same this year 


A proposal to change the organization 


of the younger teams in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Boys' Baseball was defeated by an 
8-to-5 vote of the board of directors. 


The vote was taken at a special meet- 


ing of the board last week in the Elk 
Grove Village hall. 


According to Richard Mcdoughan, 


baseball commissioner, the proposal to 
change the organization was suggested 
because of the declining number of boys 
playing in the 9 to 12-year-old teams. 


Mcdoughan said the present organiza- 


tion, which will be maintained for the 
coming season, consists of 16 groups 
named for major league baseball teams. 


Within each organization there are 


three levels of participation — majors, 
As and Bs. The three levels correspond 
to 
d i f f e r e n t skill levels, said 


Mcdoughan. 


With three levels in each organization, 


there are a total of 48 team*. Each team 
was planned to have a roster of 15 boys, 
resulting in a maximum of 720 boys in 
the program. 


DURING THE 1970 season, there were 


720 boys in the program. Since 1970, 
there has been a loss of about 40 to 50 in 


enrollment each season, according to 
Mcdoughan. 


With the drop in boys, Mcdoughan 


said some of the teams might not have 
enough boys to field a team for each 
game. 


The reorganization proposal was to 


have the number of organization* re- 
duced to 10 or a. Within each organiza- 
tion, up to four levels of teams would be 
formed. 


Mcdoughan said the reorganization 


would permit greater flexibility in han- 
dling a fluctuating number of boys. 


Max Mergle, one of the directors, said 


he was opposed to> the change because it 
was proposed after boys signed up for 
the coming season. 


Mergle said be was also opposed to the 


reorganization because it would increase 
the emphasis on competition at the ex- 
pense of other aspects of the program. 
He said the boys in the fourth level, the 
lowest skill group, would be put on a 
team without getting proper instruction. 


Mcdoughan said Boy's Baseball had 


been consdermg the reorganization since 
the registration drop began. He said 
reorganization would be "mandatory" 
next year if the decline continued.

Local crooner's ballad remembers slugger Clemente

"When I heard the news of Roberto 


Clemente's death, I cried because I real- 
ly dug the guy. The first thing I thought 
of was writing a song or doing something 
in his memory," singer Paul New said in 
admiration of the late Pirate outfielder. 


New's "The Ballad of Roberto Cle- 


mente" is just beginning to be played on 
Chicago radio stations, but the song al- 
ready is a big hit In Pittsburgh, where It 
has sold about 20,000 copies. 


New, who often sings at the Navarone 


Restaurant in Elk Grove Village, will do- 
nate his share of the royalties to the Rob- 
erto Clemente Foundation. 


Clemente died New Year's Eve in a 


plane crash in the Caribbean while on a 
mercy mission to help Nicaraguan earth- 
quake victims. President Nixon created 
the Clemente Foundation, and its funds 
go for Nicaraguan relief and a youth cen- 
ter in Puerto Rico. 


"The song says it all," New said. 


"That's what I really felt when I learned 
about his (Clemente's) death early New 


Year's Day." 


IN NEW'S WORDS: 


"Got a tear in my eye and I'm pacing 


the floor searching for things to say. 


I just lost my hero on a cold New Year's 


Day... 


He made it home: he made It home. 
No more In right field will Roberto 


roam." 
New (his real name) wrote the song 


about Clemente between 4:30 and 6:30 
a.m. New Year's Day, soon after he 
heard the tragic story. "I wrote the song 


because of Clemente himself, and not 
just because he died helping other 
people," New said. "I liked his attitude 
of helping his people in Puerto Rico even 
though he was criticized." 


"The goal was not to go this far in 


producing the record. It just took off," 
New said. 


He said he obtained a $1,500 loan from 


the Bank of Elk Grove to make the origi- 
nal record, called "Roberto," at a 
recording studio in Bensenville. The 
record sold for $2, and $1 of that was 


sent to the foundation. 


With the urging of friends and business 


associates, New made a second record- 
ing at Universal Studios in Chicago with 
a full orchestra and chorus. The name of 
the recording was changed to "The Bal- 
lad of Roberto Clemente," and it is being 
distributed around the country. 


New said the Pittsburgh Pirate organi- 


zation is promoting the record, and he 
flew to Puerto Rico for three days 
recently to visit Mrs. Clemente. "She is 
100 per cent behind us, and a Spanish 


translation of the song will be released 
soon," he said. 


ALTHOUGH NEW never met his hero, 


the singer came close to it Sept. 14 when 
the Pirates were playing the Chicago 
Cubs in Wrigley Field. Some of New's 
friends carved two statues of Clemente, 
and New gave Clemente one carving, 
handing it first to Pirate pitcher Nelson 
Briles. After Clemente received the stat- 
ue, he waved at New in thanks. 


New said that when he visited the Cle-

The market 


Prices sagged in quiet trading on the

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NW Community Hospital undecided on abortions 


The question of whether to perform 


abortions on request at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital in Arlington Heights still 
is unresolved. 


The executive committee of the board 


of directors met Monday night but failed 
to take any action on the abortion issue. 


The board's inaction means the hospi- 


tal will continue operating under its cur- 
rent policy of performing abortions only 
for medical reasons. 


The U.S. Supreme Court ruled on Jan. 


22 that women have the right to obtain 
an abortion from a doctor during the 


first three months of pregnancy. On 
March 1 a federal court judge signed an 
order putting Illinois law in compliance 
with the Supreme Court ruling. 


Several hospitals and clinics In Cook 


County have been performing abortions 
on request this month while other hospi- 
tals, such as Northwest Community Hos- 
pital, have been moving more slowly. 


"This issue (abortion) won't die. It will 


go carefully from one level to another. 
This is a policy matter we are giving a 
great deal of consideration to," said Mal- 


colm MaCoun, president of Northwest 
Community Hospital. 


The board of directors is now waiting 


for a recommendation from the medical 
staff. The board has also asked for fur- 
ther information from its atorney on the 
interpretation of the Supreme Court rul- 
ing before it makes a final decision. 


LIKE ANY major social issue there is 


not unanimity among the medical staff 
on the abortion issue, said MacCoun. He 
said he would expect the board to make 
a decision within "a couple of months." 


The hospital receives an average of 


one call a day asking about abortions, 
according to a hospital spokesman. 


Jack Ryon, director of public relations 


for the hospital, said if abortions were 
performed on request it would probably 
not be on a clinical basis and the patients 
would be those of physicians currently on 
the staff at the hospital. 


"I highly question that more doctors 


would be admitted to the staff for the 
specific purpose of performing abor- 
tions," said Ryon. "The credentials com- 
mittee is quite severe and we have a 
very high caliber staff. I just can't con- 


ceive of doctors being admitted to the 
staff solely for the purpose of performing 
abortions." 


Abortion policies at Lutheran General 


Hospital in Park Ridge also remain unal- 
tered with the recent Supreme Court rul- 
ing. 


Lutheran General Hospital has formed 


a study group of physicians, theologians, 
administrators and trustees to study the 
abortion issue and report back to the 
board of trustees with a recommenda- 
tion.

Principal Robert Brower presented a 


report to the Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 school board Monday on the educa- 
tional programs for the schools and the 
efforts to assemble a staff. 


He said the staff could be arranged by 


the end of April, "but a lot depends on 
the condition of the building." 


The "condition of the building" was the 


subject of a meeting Friday among 
school officials, the building's architect 
and the general contractor. 


A report on the Friday meeting was 


also presented to the board at its Mon- 
day meeting by Arthur Perry, assistant 
superintendent for administration. 


Perry said the architect and the con- 


tractor agreed to stop discussing past 
problems on the job and concentrate on 
future progress. 


PERRY SAID that in the past week 


the rate of work has improved. He said 
the performance of the contractor will be 
continuously reviewed to make sure the 
work is being done at a satisfactory rate. 


During the past few months the con- 


tractor, Albert Berg, has come under 
heavy criticism from the architect and 
the board over construction delays. 


At a special meeting March 12, the 


board took the first step toward the pos- 
sible removal of Berg from the job. A 
resolution was passed giving Berg and 
his bonding company official legal notice 
that the board was not satisfied with the 
work and might seek removal of the con- 
tractor. 


The board also directed the architect 


to study the lack of progress and possib- 
ly prepare a certificate saying Berg has 
not met the terms of the contract. Under 
the construction agreement, the certifica- 
tion is required before the contractor can 
be fired. 


Perry said the meeting Friday of the 


architect, contractor and school officials 
did not alter the action taken by the 
board March 12. If the work on the 
school continues to fall behind, the con- 
tractor may still be removed. 


CONSTRUCTION on the school started 


more than a year ago. Originally, the 


board had talked of the school being 
ready for classes for the second semester 
of the current school year. The date for 
the school's completion has been resche- 
duled several times and now the board 
hopes to have the building ready for the 
start of the 1973-74 school year. 


Brewer's report was a more optimistic 


one. He said 30 applications to teach at 
Friendship have been received 
from 


teachers now in the district. A number of 
out-of-district applications have also been 
received. 


Brower said he was ready to begin re- 


viewing the applications and make a se- 
lection of teaching staff. 


Friendship is designed to use an open 


classroom structure and team teaching. 
In an open classroom, all students of a 
particular grade are in one large room. 
All teachers for that grade are in the 
room and teach as a "team." 


Brower said an important consid- 


eration in selecting teachers for the 
school is that they have some common 
philosophy of education because they will 
be working together with the children. 


FRIENDSHIP also is designed as a 


transition school between the elementary 
level of education and high school.

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Jerry's often wrong, but he weathers storm

It's not always easy to be a television 


weatherman. 


There are times when irate viewers 


caU up to demand a refund because it 
rained on their vacation. 


Or a weather map is plotted — two 


hours worth of work — and the facsimile 
weather recorder spews out the latest in- 
formation that contradicts the formu- 
lated forecast. 


Ink markers have the habit of leaking 


out all over. 


But all the public ever sees of Jerry 


Peterson on WGN-TV, Channel 9, is a 
smiling face and a hearty voice that soft- 
ens the worst weather conditions. 


PETERSON, who lives at 1522 S. Har- 


vard, Arlington Heights, prophesies two 
times a day, six times a week to Chicago 
area residents. And like a kid who is 
fond of playing practical jokes, Chicago 
weather is a dairy baffle for Peterson 
and other weathermen to confront 


"In Houston it was easy to predict 


weather," said Peterson. "It's very diffi- 
cult in Chicago . . . Lake Michigan, you 
know. It's a hard thing to figure out." 


Peterson's day begins at 3 p.m., but 


there are many days when he is up ear- 
lier to give speeches to school children, 
do promotional weather talks in the city 
or promote for charity. He likes doing 
public service, but at 3 p.m. there are 
rolls of yellow paper in the office to be 
taken from the teletype machines that 


chatter off and on. 


"Hey," he shouts as he walks into his 


office. "My forecast worked . . . every- 
one else said it was going to rain and it 
hasn't." 


In the room there are pictures of 


people, the latest novels on bracket 
shelves, certificates framed on the wall, 
and a dart board labeled with weather 
conditions. "That was given to me by the 
American Meterologioal Society when I 
left Houston for Chicago," said Peterson. 
"As a joke," he added. Peterson started 
the weather department at KPRC-TV, 
Houston. 


AS PETERSON starts editing the 


weather information he talks happily of 
the house he's having built in Palatine 


and has a few jokes with Larry Roderick 
and Jack Taylor. The station's two an- 
chormen who share the office with. him. 


A government-leased teletype machine, 


which gives coded information, a plain 
language teletype machine and a facsim- 
ile weather map recorder provide all the 
information needed for a forecast. There 
are also an anemoscope (wind direction), 
anemometer, (wind velocity), thermome- 
ter (temperature) and barometer (pres- 
sure), and radar that is situated at the 
studio site. 


Dozens of weather symbols and differ- 


ent colors are used by Peterson when he 
plots his own map, which requires a bit 
of artistry and precision. For the two to 
three hours he is doing this, he is also 


integrating all the information and arriv- 
ing at a forecast for Chicago. 


When the map is finished, Peterson 


goes into the studio and transfers the in- 
formation onto a specially designed cu- 
bicle of maps used during the broadcast. 
He plots again, the more important infor- 
mation, though he may not mention all 
the facts on air. They are there so the 
audience can get a quick visual idea of 
the approaching weather. Meanwhile, 
Peterson is memorizing all his symbols 
and details. 


"I don't have any scripts to follow," he 


said. "So I have mental symbols to 
memorize. In this business time is im- 
portant so the idea is to get all the infor-

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Trustees mixed in reactions 
Back-door garbage pickup 
price increase proposed 


An increase in the cost of back-door 


garbage pickup In Palatine has been 
opposed by Village Mgr. Berton G. 
Braun. 


His suggestion drew a mixed reaction 


Monday night from village trustees. 


Mayor Jack Moodle agreed with Braun 


that the village should stop subsidizing 
back-door pickup, while trustee Thomas 
F. Ahern took strong exception to the 
proposed cost Increase. 


No action was taken, but Braun in- 


dicated he would bring up the subject 
again at a later meeting. 


He said the 300 subscribers to the 


back-door garbage service pay $4.45 a 
month to the village. The village In turn 
pays $4.58 to Barrlngton Trucking Co., 
which holds an exclusive contract in Pal- 
atine. 


Besides that, Braun indicated, the vil- 


lage incurs administrative costs in pro- 
cessing bills and coordinating the gar- 
bage program. 


"For years, our policy has been that the 


rates are to cover the cost of the ser- 
vice," he said. As of last October, how- 
ever, when Barrington Trucking raised 
its rates, the village-didn't pass on the 
increase to the customers. 


Braun suggested the cost of back-door 


service be raised from $4.45 to $4.70 a 
month. 


Ahern strenuously objected to the pro- 


posal, saying that most of the users of 
back-door service are elderly and unable 
to carry their garbage to the curb. 


"If we have to subsidize it for them," 


he said, "I'm all for it." 


SOME 6,7M households use curb ser- 


vice, at a cost of $2.25 a month. The cost 
to the village is $2.15 a month, plus ad- 


Cedar-Hellen storm sewer 
request denied by village 


Palatine village trustees have turned 


down a long-standing request to Improve 
storm sewers in the Hellen Road-Cedar 
Street vicinity. 


The trustees, after questioning Walter 


Hodel, village engineering consultant, 
concluded the improvement would help 
only two to three homes, while at the 
same time worsening flooding conditions 
at numerous homes downstream, in the 
Hellen-Rose Street area. 


About 12 residents of the Hellen-Rose 


neighborhood attended Monday night's 
village board meeting. 


A spokesman, Mike Quaranta, 236 W. 


Hellen St., told the trustees: "I don't see 
how you could consider spending any 
kind of money unless it would help the 
masses. 


"If you're going to spend five to six 


hundred dollars (the estimated cost of a 
baffle to regulate water flow), I'd just as 
soon you give to the Girl Scouts." 


QUARANTA'S 
COMMENTS 
were 


made after Hodel stated that installation 
of a baffle would be "feasible," but 
would have "dubious effect" in solving 
the flooding problem on Hellen Street. 


Hodel virtually ruled out other possible 


short-term 
solutions, indicating 
that 


though they may aid a couple of homes 
at Hellen and Cedar, they would simply 
shift the flooding problem downstream. 


He suggested as a long-term solution 


Installing a relief sewer, but Trustee 
Clayton W. Brown contended "there's no 
sense adding a sewer until Salt Creek is 
brought under control. An additional 
storm sewer will help no one." 


Two homeowners, John Serio, 321 S. 


Cedar St., and Robert Grothe, 341 W. 
Hellen St., have been pressing the village 
board for flood relief for several months. 


Told at a meeting several weeks ago 


that the measures which would help him 
would hurt other homeowners, Serio had 
responded: "That's their problem." 


ministration charges. Braun said "at the 
moment, it isn't necessary" to raise the 
cost of curb pick-up. 


In a related manner, the trustees this 


week postponed finalizing specifications 
for bids on the village garbage bag, 
pending a review by the Palatine Cham- 
ber of Commerce and Industry Inc. 


The manufacturing description sug- 


gested by the Environmental Control 
Board (ECB) is virtually the same as 
this year's bag, but allows for a wider 
range of performance, and thus more 
bids, ECB members said.

LaPorta of Bicom Inc., Mount Prospect, 
can produce engineering plans showing 
that stormwater runoff from the project 
would amount to no more than currently 
runs off the site, approval would be 
granted.

to ensure that stormwater from the Rus- 
set Cove property be channeled directly 
to Salt Creek, to the west, rather than 
fed into the combined sewer system.

You 
come into the viewer's home and talk 
with them, not at them."

idea in a few words. He'll tell you to 
"hang in there" because a "big fat spoil- 
er" is approaching, but "a hope", dry

At the end of the first news broadcast,

the future. I guess people think we have 
something to do with it all."

Jerry's often wrong, but he weathers storm

It's not always easy to be a television 


weatherman. 


There are times when irate viewers 


call up to demand a refund because it 
rained on their vacation. 


Or a weather map is plotted — two 


hours worth of work — and the facsimile 
weather recorder spews out the latest in- 
formation that contradicts the formu- 
lated forecast. 


Ink markers have the habit of leaking 


out all over. 


But all the public ever sees of Jerry 


Peterson on WGN-TV, Channel 9, is a 
smiling face and a hearty voice that soft- 
ens the worst weather conditions. 


PETERSON, who lives at 1522 S. Har- 


vard, Arlington Heights', prophesies two 
times a day, six times a week to Chicago 
area residents. And like a kid who is 
fond of playing practical jokes, Chicago 
weather is a daily baffle for Peterson 
and other weathermen to confront. 


"In Houston it was easy to predict 


weather," said Peterson. "It's very diffi- 
cult in Chicago . . . Lake Michigan, you 
know. It's a hard thing to figure out." 


Peterson's day begins at 3 p.m., but 


there are many days when he is up .ear- 
lier to give speeches to school children, 
do promotional weather talks in the city 
or promote for charity. He likes doing 
•public service, but at 3 p.m. there are 
rolls of yellow paper in the office to be 
taken from the teletype machines that 


chatter off and on. 


"Hey," he shouts as he walks into his 


office. "My forecast worked . . . every- 
one else said it was going to rain and it 
hasn't." 


In the room there are pictures of 


people, the latest novels on bracket 
shelves, certificates framed on the wall, 
and a dart board labeled with weather 
conditions. "That was given to me by the 
American Meterotogioal Society when I 
left Houston for Chicago," said Peterson. 
"As a joke," he added. Peterson started 
the weather department at KPRC-TV, 
Houston. 


AS PETERSON starts editing the 


weather information he talks happily of 
the house he's having built in Palatine 


and has a few jokes with Larry Roderick 
and Jack Taylor. The station's two an- 
chormen who share the office with him. 


A government-leased teletype machine, 


which gives coded information, a plain 
language teletype machine and a facsim- 
ile weather map recorder provide all the 
information needed for a forecast. There 
are also an anemoscope (wind direction), 
anemometer, (wind velocity), thermome- 
ter (temperature) and barometer (pres- 
sure), and radar that is situated at the 
studio site. 


Dozens of weather symbols and differ- 


ent colors are used by Peterson when he 
plots his own map, which requires a bit 
of artistry and precision. For the two to 
three hours tie is doing this, he is also 


integrating all the information and arriv- 
ing at a forecast for Chicago. 


When the map is finished, Peterson 


goes into the studio and transfers the in- 
formation onto a specially designed cu- 
bicle of maps used during the broadcast 
He plots again, the more important infor- 
mation, though be may not mention all 
the facts on air. They are there so the 
audience can get a quick visual idea of 
the approaching weather. Meanwhile, 
Peterson is memorizing all his symbols 
and details. 


"I don't have any scripts to follow," he 


said. "So I have mental symbols to 
memorize. In this business time is im- 
portant so the idea is to get all the infor-

m«tion *nd condense it to the time al- 
lotted. Sometimes I would like to go into 
the things 1 have on the map, or there 
would be times when I would forget 
about some details 1 wanted to mention.

AT 5 P.M. the news goes on the air. 


Peterson puts on a little studio makeup 
in order to counteract the harsh studio 
lights. Me puts on a maroon jacket and 
laughs.

shade on color television." 


The evening news broadcast features 


four persons, but behind the sets there is 
a crew of more than ISO persons respon- 
sible for producing the program. 


"I'm sticking my neck out on this fore- 


cast." said Peterson as he adds some 
last minute touches to the map before 
going on the air. "I think that high might 
do it and give us a partial clearing on 
the weekend." (Incktentiy, it snowed that 
weekend). 


Meanwhile a crew member reads a 


countdown, and almost instantly Peter- 
son becomes the Jerry Peterson thou- 
sands of people watch and listen to on 
television. 


"WE HAVE to simplify weather lan- 


guage," he said. There are some impor- 
tant things about reporting weather. 
First, .it has to be easy to understand or 
people will lose interest. Then there's ac- 
curacy. And at a time of crisis, such as a 
tornado, you have to be reassuring to 
people so they will stay calm. It would 
be a public injustice to alarm people un- 
necessarily because they sense fear in 
your voice. We can't come on stiff and 
the camera doesn't lie, so we have to be 
as natural as we can be." 


"My wife's the worst critic. You can 


get into a rut with no script to follow and 
fall into pat phrases. She'll teU me if I 
do. Television is an informal media. You 
come into the viewer's home and talk 
with them, not at them." 


Most of Peterson's phrases are easy to 


understand and often capture the main 
idea in a few words. He'll tell you to 
"hang in there" because a "big fat spoil- 
er" is approaching, but "a hope", dry 
weather is also predicted. 


At the end of the first news broadcast, 


Peterson walks back to his office; al- 
ready to take a break and start over with 
new weather information. "People are 
funny about weather. I'd get calls with 
them complaining. You're never going to 
satisfy everyone, especially with weath- 
er. The news is past history, but with 
weather you have to predict something of 
the future. I guess people think we have 
something to do with it all."

for a recommendation from the medical 
staff. The board has also asked for fur- 
ther information from its atorney on the 
interpretation of the Supreme Court rul- 
ing before it makes a final decision. 


LIKE ANY major social issue there is 


not unanimity among the medical staff 
on the abortion issue, said MacCoun. He 
said he would expect the board to make 
a decision within "a couple of months." 


The hospital receives an average of 


one call a day asking about abortions, 
according to a hospital spokesman. 


Jack Ryon, director of public relations 


for the hospital, said if abortions were 
performed on request it would probably 
not be on a clinical basis and the patients 
would be those of physicians currently on 
the staff at the hospital. 


"I highly question that more doctors 


would be admitted to the staff for the 
specific purpose of performing abor- 
tions," said Ryon. "The credentials com- 
mittee is quite severe and we have a 
very high caliber staff. I just can't con- 
ceive of doctors being admitted to the 
staff solely for the purpose of performing 
abortions." 


Abortion policies at Lutheran General 


Hospital in Park Ridge also remain unal- 
tered with the recent Supreme Court rul- 


ing. 


Lutheran General Hospital has formed 


a study group of physicians, theologians, 
administrators and trustees to study the 
abortion issue and report back to the 
board of trustees with a recommenda- 
tion.

Language barrier blocks Chicanos

Last in a series 


Language barriers cut off the suburban 


Chicano from dealing with just about ev- 
eryone, from the used-car dealer to God. 


Latins are predominantly Catholic, 


whether they originate from Texas or 
Mexico. Religion is an Important part of 
their lives, according to Mrs. Queta Don- 
nell, friend and confidant of Chicanos 
here. Where does one go for religious so- 
lace, when one's only language, or most 
comfortable language, is Spanish? 


The closest Catholic church offering a 


Spanish Mass, and the only one in the 
vicinity, is Santa Teresita in Palatine. 
Neither of the Catholic churches in 
Schaumburg Township has ever been 
asked to provide a Spanish Mass, and 
neither one has any Chicano members 
who do not speak English, said the Rev. 


James Flossi of St. Hubert's and the 
Rev. Martin Hebda of St. Marcelline. 


Even if there had been a request, said 


Father Flossi, it is unlikely the church 
could have honored it, because "It's al- 
most an impossibility to get a priest out 
here who speaks Spanish because there 
are so few in the area." The two priests 
also noted Chicanos do not come to their 
churches. They go to Palatine instead. 


RELIGIOUS outlets would provide me- 


dicinal care for the spirit. Care of the 
body is equally distant for most Chi- 
canos, unless their immediate needs are 
of catostrophic proportions. And some- 
times spiritual needs mesh with physical 


One Chicano resident tells how the 


relationship fell apart for one of his 
friends — a young man, just married, 
who was severely injured in ao industrial 
accident. At the hospital, the youth raved 


in Spanish, unable to speak English and 
trying to kill himself because medical 
personnel were unable to ten him he 
would not be left impotent. He pictured a 
future where he would be unable to satis- 
fy his bride, or even support her. 


A Spanish-speaking clergyman was 


called, said the young man's friend. But 
the clergyman refused to come to trans- 
late and to console the youth because he

Republicans charge gift hopes influenced a Downey vote 


Republicans have charged that Hoff- 


man Estates Mayor Frederick Downey 
may have been influenced in a vote on 
requested zoning by hopes of a campaign 
contribution from the zoning petitioner. 


The charge was made Monday in a 


press release from Bruce Lind, in- 
cumbent trustee candidate on the Re- 
publican slate which Is opposing Downey 
and his Civic Party running mates in the 
April 17 village election. 


Downey denied his campaign fund so- 


licitation was in any way connected with 
his tie-breaking vote, and cited the ad- 
vice of the village attorney as the 
grounds for voting in favor of the zoning 
request. 


Lind cited an Incident Oct. 2, 1972, in 


which the village board was equally split 
in a request by Irving Rootberg of Admi- 
ral Builders for rezoning to allow con- 
struction of a service station at Higgins 
and Barrington roads. 


VOTING IN favor of the zoning change 


were Trustees Virginia Hayter, the GOP 
candidate opposing Downey for the may- 
oral seat; and Dyrle Rathman and Wil- 
liam Cowln. Opposing the change were 
Trustees Lind, Diane Jensen and Edward 
Hennessy. 


Lind demanded Downey disclose his 


campaign fund sources "to remove the 
black cloud now lingering over Hoffman 
Estates." Downey has said he received 
five contributions from solicitation let- 
ters he sent out, totalling $2,500, but has 
refused to disclose the names of donors, 
suggesting Republicans might later pe- 
nalize them for supporting him. 


One of the letters went to Rootberg, 


and a copy of that letter was enclosed 
with the press release. The letter is 
dated three days after Downey broke the 
tie vote in Rootberg's favor. 


"Maybe it's a coincidence that Down- 


ey's request for a $2,000 followed on the 


heels of his 'aye* vote — but then again 
maybe It isn't," Lind charged. 


DOWNEY SAID yesterday the plan 


commission and village attorney both 
recommended approving the rezoning, 
and he voted according to their recom- 
mendations. Atty. Edward Hofert ad- 
vised the village would face a lawsuit, 
and probably lose it because of industrial 
zoning on surrounding property, if it did 
not grant the rezoning, Downey said. Ho- 
fert confirmed yesterday that had been 
his recommendation. Downey also said 
he received no contribution from Root- 
berg, although he agreed he had solicited 
one. 


Roottprg', who owns the land, said yes- 


terday he had not given any donation 
and said the Republicans "made a moun- 
tain out of a molehill out of that" letter. 
While he commented the letter "implies 
if you don't give it (a donation), when 
you come in for zoning you won't get it," 


he added. "I honestly don't believe he 
means that. If he meant that, he would 
have called on me personally or sent an 
emissary." 


Rootberg also said Downey did not re- 


peat his request after the donation was 
not made. 


Rootberg noted the letter "says that he 


helped me. He says he did us good. His 
administration gave us nothing but a 
hard time." The rezoning request had 
been pending 2% years, and a suit al- 
ready had been filed when the board 
voted last October. The suit was dropped 
when zoning was granted, said Rootberg. 


"The man didn't do anything for me, 


but he took care of a village matter and 
settled a suit," said Rootberg. He added 
he receives many requests for campaign 
contributions, and suggested the Republi- 
cans thought "the election probably was 
too quiet. They're heating it up to get 
some publicity."

The Westminster Presbyterian Church, 


800 S. Beau Dr., Des Plaines, has been 
chosen as a location for the clinic, tenta- 
tively scheduled to open early in Septem- 
ber. Two rooms of the church have been 
donated for the facility. 


Mrs. Donald Rose, health chairman of 


the Des Plaines League of Women Vot- 
ers, said there has been a long-standing 
need for such a dental facility in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


GROUNDWORK for the clinic was laid 


In January of 1972 when Cook County 
Public Health officials told a panel of 
women's league members the county 
would aid interested citizens in estab- 
lishing a free dental facility. 


So far, the county has agreed to pro- 


vide the dentist as well as pay the cost of 
everyday dental supplies. A dental chair 
unit has been provided by the U.S. De- 
partment of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare (HEW). 


In addition, a commitment has been 


made by the Des Plaines Junior Wom- 
an's Club and the Salvation Army to con- 


tribute at least $2,000. Proceeds from the 
next Des Plaines Jaycees' fund raising 
event will also be donated to the clinic. 


Mrs. Rose said about $7,500 is still 


needed to purchase cabinets, X-ray de- 
velopment equipment, a dental drill and 
desks. 


"We're also going to need clerical vol- 


unteers and drivers to bring people to 
and from the clinic," she said. 


THE CLINIC will be open to children 


under 16 years old. Appointments can be 
made through the county health depart- 
ment, 243-5832, operators of the cente.-. 
Health department officials will screen 
each child's school file before an appoint- 
ment is made, to determine bis parent's 
financial status. 


Mrs. Rose said county health depart- 


ment family income guidelines for dental 
care will be used in determining a fami- 
lies' eligibility to use the clinic. 


A family of three must earn no more 


than $8,242 yearly, according to county 
guidelines, to be eligible. A family of 
four must earn no more than $9,641 per 
year while the minimum for a family of 
five is $11,000 and $12,467 is the per year 
minimum income for a family of six or 
nore.

had neglected financial responsibilities to 
the church. 


For ordinary illnesses, of less than an 


emergency nature, where do Chicanos go 
for medical care? Who will serve them, 
when $100 earnings per week must house, 
feed and clothe a large family, with only 
the leavings to pay a doctor? 


"THEY 
DON'T GO. unless it is 


very bad," said Miss Jean 
Christ- 


opher, director of the Northwest Oppor- 
tunity Center in Rolling Meadows. When 
they do seek a doctor, "they pay more 
than they can afford," and other ex- 
penses are deferred, she said. 


There are some places where help can 


be found. 


Harper Junior College. Palatine, offers 


a free dental clinic — but it is limited to 
cleaning teeth and diagnosing problems. 
Cavities are not filled. Teeth are not 
pulled, said Mls» Christopher. 


Cavities grow until they reach the 


point experienced by one Chicano woman 
woman in the area. She pulled all her 
own teeth herself, because she could not 
find a dentist she could afford. 


L u t h e r a n General Hospital. Park 


Ridge, sponsors what Miss Christopher 
terms an "excellent" family planning 
clinic, and also obstetrical care on a slid- 
ing scale. The minimum fee for obstet- 
rics is $200, and "with a price like that, I 
think most (expectant Chicano mothers) 
go to the hospital," said Miss Christ- 
opher. Some still deliver babies at home, 
she said. 


BUT ONLY 16 women from Schaum- 


burg Township have used the services 
since they first were offered two years 
ago, said Miss Christopher. It is simply 
too far to travel, with transportation dif- 
ficult to arrange. 


Generally, "there is realty no medical 


care in the area," said Miss Christopher. 
But it can be obtained from Evanston 
Hospital, which she said is "doing more 
to serve our families than the hospitals 
in this area, even for emergencies." 


Just as medical service boils down to a 


money problem, other areas of difficulty

And just as re- 
ligious solace is blocked by language 
walls, problems of jobs, housing, money 
management and dealing with legal 
questions are complicated by speaking 
only Spanish in an

An example of the results of mingling 


handicaps of low income, limited lan- 
guage skills and no understanding of le- 
gal responsibilities is the morass of prob- 
lems that chased one Chicano man away 
from his family, and back to Mexico. 


He bought a car in Elgin at a price he 


thought he could pay. But he could not 
speak or read English, and did not know 
what was written into the contract. Neith- 
er did he know the empty spaces were to 


be filled in with price and payment 
terms. The dealer, 
whose salesman 


spoke Spanish, assured him all would be 
well — and proceeded to fill in the blanks 
at more than the agreed upon figures. 


THE MAN could not pay, and the car 


was to be repossessed. He prevented 
that, however, when he wrecked the auto 
in an accident. Fearing retribution, he 
went back to Mexico, and his family still 
receives letters, phone calls and visits. 
They still have no money to pay. 


Mrs. Donnell claims the situation of 


that family is not an unusual one. It hap- 
pens frequently, with cars, appliances 
and other purchases with time payments. 
Miss Christopher feels it happens less 
frequently now than it used to, bat 


agrees there still are such cases. 


Other legal problems arise in relation 


to housing. If a family falls behind in 
rent payments, said Miss Christopher, an 
eviction notice is sent. Often the Chi- 
canos do not understand that an eviction 
must be processed in court before the 
tenant actually must move, she said. 
Even if they do, they are afraid to stay 
and cause trouble, so they leave, she 
said. They don't always have another 
place to go. 


The Northwest Opportunity Center 


does provide some legal services for its 
clients, said Miss Christopher. The Cook 
County Legal Assistance 
Foundation 


sends an attorney to the center one day a 
week, and the families may make ap- 
pointments to see him. But Miss Christ- 
opher said there are much too many ca- 
ses for one person. The lawyer handles 
anything except criminal cases or traffic 
violations, and will make referrals to 
other legal services for those matters. 


LANGUAGE AND education level are 


often problems, and like health, housing 
and employment difficulties, they tie in 
with each other. Language skills can 
make finding a job, a home or a doctor 
easier, and a lack of them can put many 
of the everyday suburban activities be- 
yond a Chicane's reach. 


But there are aids here. Harper Junior 


College offers free language classes, and 
Dist. 54 has a bilingual program for its 
youngsters, teaching them grammar and 
academics of their own language and 
transferring these to English. Schaum- 
burg Township social worker Mrs. Edith 
Hovious uses interpreters, usually a 
member of the families she serves. But 
translators are hard to find. Mrs. Don- 
nell suggests Harper start a refresher 
program in Spanish, to help train per- 
sons to fill the need. 


"Learning the language can be the 


key" to solving or at least approaching 
the other problems, said Miss Christ- 
opher. That is one reason the center cur- 
rently has enrolled more than 100 Span- 
ish-speaking persons in Harper's English 
program. 


Mrs. Donnell puts it slightly differ- 


ently. She cites the education levels of 
Texas Chicanos, with the average level of 
adults at fourth grade, and recalls state- 
ments similar those quoted to Miss 
Christopher by Chicano parents, who say 
their youngsters learn 10 times faster 
here than they did in Texas. Education is 
the answer, and job training is part of 
that solution, she said. 


With the tools of language, education 


and job training, and a willingness of 
other suburbanites to accept them, these 
women feel, the Chicanos will be able to 
work out their other handicaps them- 
selves.

At least Village Mgr. Robert J. Ep- 


pley hopes that officials of the Barring- 
ton Trucking Co. will agree to extend 
their contract with the village on a 
month-to-month basis. The 10-year-old 
contract with the scavenger firm expires 
Mayl. 


Eppley said the extension is necessary 


because the village staff is rewriting the 
speicficatlons of the desired bids "with 
particular emphasis on the container 
used by multiple dwelling areas, brush 
handling and type of household contain- 
er." 


"All of this takes considerable time," 


he said. "It is now obvious to me that we 
will not be able to advertise and study 
and subsequently award (a contract) pri- 
or to May 1." 


THERE IS GOOD reason to believe 


that Harrington officials may go along 
with the extension, which Eppley pro- 
poses would not exceed three months. 
Village Trustee Donald B. Furst, a mem- 
ber of the finance committee, said Bar- 
rington officials had asked that the cur- 
rent contract be renegotiated — demon- 
strating they would like to keep Mount 
Prospect's business. 


"Legally we cannot renegotiate," Furst 


said. "We have to go out for bids. We 
have to treat them (Barrington) like any- 
body else." 


In his letter dated March 13, Eppley 


indicated the village would be willing to 
dicker somewhat on the fee for the addi- 
tional month or mqnths. He asked that 
the service be extended "at either the 
existing monthly residential fee or at an- 
other figure which might be approved on 
the aforesaid Interim basis." 


THE CURRENT collection rate stands 


at $1.76 per unit per month, but village 
officials expect this to almost double 
when a new contract finally is awarded. 
Basically, this is because that rate is 
based on the rate negotiated hi 1963, plus 
minimal cost-of-living increases. (Bar- 
rington unsuccessfully tried to renego- 
tiate the current rate in the fall of 1971, 
'saying they were losing money.) 


Estimated collection costs for 1972-73 


were $265,000 but trustees have allocated 
$410,550 in the new budget to accom- 
modate the expected Increase. 


As of yesterday, the village bad yet to 


receive a reply from the scavenger com- 
pany.

School board sets textbook fee vote 


The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 


school board has unanimously approved 
holding a referendum to eliminate text- 
book fees. The decision was made at a 
board meeting Monday. 


The referendum will be included in the 


general school board election April 14. 


The board took its action after a rec- 


ommendation to drop the fees was made 
by Allen Sparks, chairman of the board's 
budget committee. The actual motion to 
hold the referendum was made by board 
secretary Sharrie HiWebrandt. 


If the referendum is passed, textbook 


fees will be dropped for the 1973-74 
school year, which starts in September. 


By law, the referendum must ask the 


voters if they want "free" textbooks, 
with "yes" and "no" responses marked 
on the ballot. 


The term "free" is misleading. Funds 


to make up the lost revenue from text- 
book rentals will come from the educa- 
tional fund, which is part of the school 
district's tax levy. 


The district now charges « fee of $10 


per child for textbook rental. Sparks esti- 
mated the loss of revenue (if the fee is 
dropped) at $105,000. 


THE DISTRICT would also have to 


supply textbooks for parochial schools in 


'A wrong note'

findings of the budget committee, which 
met last week. He said the projected 
budget for 1973-74 shows a projected de- 
crease of $152,000 in the level of borrow- 
ing compared to the present year. 


If the rental fees are eliminated, the 


level of borrowing would be reduced by 


only $47,000. Sparks admitted that elimi- 
nation of the rental conflicts with the 
board's policy of trying to reduce bor- 
rowing. 


Although the district can apparently 


afford the loss of textbook fees for the 
coming year, Sparks said there may be 
problems in future years. He said the 
district's financial position would face "a 
general tightening" as student population 


drops and the assessed valuation stabi- 
lizes. As student population drops.state 
aid will also decrease. 


He said the district may seek a refer- 


endum later in the year to increase the 
educational fund tax rate. 


If that tax rate referendum would fail, 


the district would be forced to either in- 
crease borrowing or discontinue some 
educational services. 


Park board adopts $1.3 million budget 


The Mount Prospect Park District 


Board of Commissioners Monday night 
adopted a 1973-74 budget of approximate- 
ly $1.3 million, about $100,000 more than 
last year. 


Despite the increase, Assistant Park 


Director Paul Caldwell said there will be 
no increase in the tax rate. Caldwell said 
anticipated increases in assessed valu- 
ation should pay for the budget hike. 


The corporate fund, which amounts to 


$559,725 has been increased about $38,000 
over last year. This fund includes ex- 
penses for items such as administration, 
park maintenance, swimming pools, the 
golf course, the pro shop and con- 
cessions. 


THE FUND also includes expenditures 


for such items as new equipment and 
land acquisition. The board has budgeted 
$25,000, the same as last year, for this 
last item. The money has been set aside 
to build up a fund should the park dis- 
trict get the chance to purchase an 
8-acre parcel of land on the Gregory 
School property, according to Tom Coop- 
er, park director. 


Pending litigation on the land has tied 


up negotiations between park officials 
and Mount Prospect School Dist. 57. 


Other funds that have been increased 


this year include recreation, bond and in- 
terest and retirement for employes. The 
recreation fund has been increased by 
about $35,000. This fund includes such 
items as park utilities, administrative 
expenses, park equipment and operating 


cost for the Lions Park Recreation Cen- 
ter. It also includes a salary of $16,750 
for the assistant park director and 
$20,000 for the salaries of two recreation 
supervisors. 


Taxes plus receipts from the golf 


course and swimming pools are the ma- 
jor sources of revenue for the park dis- 
trict.

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NW Community Hospital undecided on abortions 


The question of whether to perform 


abortions on request at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital in Arlington Heights still 
is unresolved. 


The executive committee of the board 


of directors met Monday night but failed 
to take any action on the abortion issue. 


The board's Inaction means the hospi- 


tal will continue operating under its cur- 
rent policy of performing abortions only 
for medical reasons. 


The U.S. Supreme Court ruled on Jan. 


22 that women have the right to obtain 
an abortion from a doctor during the 


first three months of pregnancy. On 
March 1 a federal court judge signed an 
order putting Illinois law in compliance 
with the Supreme Court ruling. 


Several hospitals and clinics in Cook 


County have been performing abortions 
on request this month while other hospi- 
tals, such as Northwest Community Hos- 
pital, have been moving more slowly. 


"This issue (abortion) won't-die. It will 


go carefully from one level to another. 
This is a policy matter we are giving a 
great deal of consideration to," said Mal- 


colm MaCoun, president of Northwest 
Community Hospital. 


The board of directors is now waiting 


for a recommendation from the medical 
staff. The board has also asked for fur- 
ther information from its atorney on the 
interpretation of the Supreme Court rul- 
ing before it makes a final decision. 


LIKE ANY major social issue there is 


not unanimity among the medical staff 
on the abortion issue, said MacCoun. He 
said he would expect the board to make 
a decision within "a couple of months." 


The hospital receives an average of 


one call a day asking about abortions, 
according to a hospital spokesman. 


Jack Ryon, director of public relations 


for the hospital, said if abortions were 
performed on request it would probably 
not be on a clinical basis and the patients 
would be those of physicians currently on 
the staff at the hospital. 


"I highly question that more doctors 


would be admitted to the staff for the 
specific purpose of performing abor- 
tions," said Ryon. "The credentials com- 
mittee is quite severe and we have a 
very high caliber staff. I just can't con- 


ceive of doctors being admitted to the 
staff solely for the purpose of performing 
abortions." 


Abortion policies at Lutheran General 


Hospital in Park Ridge also remain unal- 
tered with the recent Supreme Court rul- 
ing. 


Lutheran General Hospital has formed 


a study group of physicians, theologians, 
administrators and trustees to study the 
abortion issue and report back to the 
board of trustees with a recommenda- 
tion. 


Local singer ivrites ballad

"When I heard the news of Roberto 


Clemente's death, I cried because I real- 
ly dug the guy. The first thing I thought 
of was writing a song or doing something 
in his memory," singer Paul New said in 
admiration of the late Pirate outfielder. 


New's "The Ballad of Roberto Cle- 


mente" is just beginning to be played on 
Chicago radio stations, but the song al- 
ready is a big hit in Pittsburgh, where it 
has sold about 20,000 copies. 


New. who often sings at the Navarone 


Restaurant in Elk Grove Village, will do- 
nate his share of the royalties to the Rob- 
erto Clemente Foundation. 


Clemente died New Year's Eve in a 


plane crash in the Caribbean while on a 
mercy mission to help Nicaraguan earth- 
quake victims. President Nixon created 
the Clemente Foundation, and its funds 
go for Nicaraguan relief and a youth cen- 
ter in Puerto Rico. 


"The song says it all," New said. 


"That's what I really felt when I learned 
about his (Clemente's) death early New 
Year's Day." 


IN NEW'S WORDS: 


"Got a tear in my eye and I'm pacing 


the floor searching for things to say. 


I Juit tost my hero en a cold New Year's 


Day... 


He made It home; he made it home. 
No more in right field will Roberto 


roam." 
New (his real name) wrote the song 


about Clemente between 4:30 and 6:30 
a.m. New Year's Day, soon after he 
heard the tragic story. "I wrote the song 
because of Clemente himself, and not 
just because he died helping other 
people," New said. "I liked his attitude 
of helping his people in Puerto Rico even 
though he was criticized." 


"The goal was not to go this far in 


producing the record. It just took off," 


Two trustees hit back 
at Floros budget attacks 


Two members of the Mount Prospect 


Village Board's Finance Committee this 
week defended the proposed village 
budget, after attacks by Leo Floros, In- 
dependent candidate for village trustee. 


Trustees Donald B. Furst and Bud 


Richardson, both seeking reelection, said 
the budget is, "a good budget with ex- 
panded village services and without an 
increase in the (ax rate." Both agreed 
that "the administration has done an out- 
standing job in preparing the 1973-74 
budget for the village and that, while 
recommending an increase in various 
services, has given us a balanced budget 
for consideration." 


Floros had criticized the pace by which 


the village budget has increased over the 
last three years. "Village spending has 
risen way out of proportion," he said, 
adding this was "further evidence that 
bigness in government — at any level — 
means a bigger burden for the tax- 
payer." 


The proposed budget, on which a pub- 


lic hearing was held March 13, calls for 
the Addition of 13 policemen, 10 firemen, 
a deputy finance director, a part-time 
sanitarian, a building code enforcement 
officer, a full-time planner, a health de- 
partment secretary and a secretary for 
the clerk's office. 


Floros questioned the wisdom of ad- 


ding so many new personnel at one time. 
Richardson countered, "All of these pro- 
posed increases are within the Income 
anticipated by the finance director." 


"WHILE THE committee will need to 


spend many remaining hours' work be- 
fore the budget will be ready for approv- 
al, when we finish we will have a work- 
able budget without waste," Furst said. 
"We think the village services have im- 
proved commensurate to budget with 
this thought in mind. Every board mem- 
ber is a homeowner in Mount Prospect, 
and therefore shares the same interest in 
taxes as all other homeowners in town." 


Services have not increased at the 


same rate as taxes, according to Floros. 
Floros also said the proposed budget was 
"an increase of 22 per cent over the cur- 
rent level of spending." Richardson's an- 
swer was that the village has increased

'public watchdog9 


Leo Floros, independent candidate for 


Mount Prospect village trustee, yester- 
day called for the establishment of a fi- 
nancial review commission, made up of 
citizens, to serve "as a public watchdog" 
on village finances. 


The commission, as proposed by 


Floros, would consist of seven members 
including accountants, bankers and other 
financial experts. Their job would be to 
review the budget and the village finan- 
cial program on a continuing basis. 


"We have 17 different advisory boards, 


commissions and committees in the vil- 
lage," Floros said. "They deal with ev- 
erything from architecture to drainage. 
It seems incongruous not to have a citi- 
zens' group to deal with something as 
important as finance." 


In practice, the posture of the village 


board in recent years is to have the 
board members withdraw from day-to- 
day overseeing of how the village is run, 
and to have them concentrate more on 
policy. Preparation of the village budget 
has been left to the village manager, 
with subsequent review by the village 
board, this review to be mainly on prior- 
ities. 


Floros has been critical of the rising 


cost of municipal government in general 
and the proposed $6.6-million village 
budget in particular.

The nor- 
mal five-year waiting period after retire- 
ment was dropped in Clemente's case. 


"I followed Roberto Clemente's career 


for 18 years, and I always felt he was the

It's not always easy to be a television 


weatherman. 


There are times when irate viewers 


call up to demand a refund because it 
rained on their vacation.

Or a weather map is plotted — two 


hours worth of work — and the facsimile 
weather recorder spews out the latest in- 
formation that contradicts the formu- 
lated forecast. 


Ink markers have the habit of leaking 


out all over. 


But all the public ever sees of Jerry 


Peterson on WGN-TV, Channel 9, is a 
smiling face and a hearty voice that soft- 
ens the worst weather conditions. 


PETERSON, who lives at 1522 S. Har- 


vard, Arlington Heights, prophesies two 
times a day, six times a week to Chicago 
area residents. And like a Idd who is 
fond of playing practical jokes, Chicago 
weather is a daily baffle for Peterson 
and other weathermen to confront. 


"In Houston it was easy to predict 


weather," said Peterson. "It's very diffi- 
cult in Chicago . . . Lake Michigan, you 
know. It's a hard thing to figure out." 


Peterson's day begins at 3 p.m., but 


there are many days when he is up ear- 
lier to give speeches to school children, 
do promotional weather talks in the city 
or promote for charity. He likes doing 
public service, but at 3 p.m. there are 
rolls of yellow paper in the office to be 
taken from the teletype machines that 


chatter off and on. 


"Hey," he shouts as he walks into his 


office. "My forecast worked . . . every- 
one'else said it was going to rain and it 
hasn't." 


In UK room there are pictures of 


people, the latest novels on bracket 
shelves, certificates framed'on the wall, 
and a dart board labeled with weather 
conditions. "That was given to me by the 
American Meterologioal Society when I 
left Houston for Chicago," said Peterson. 
"As a joke," be added. Peterson started 
the weather department at KPRC-TV, 
Houston. 


AS PETERSON starts editing the 


weather information he talks happily of 
the house he's having built in Palatine 


and has a few jokes with Larry Roderick 
and Jack Taylor. The station's two an- 
chormen who share the office with him. 


A government-leased teletype machine, 


which gives coded information, a plain 
language teletype machine and a facsim- 
ile weather map recorder provide all the 
information needed for a forecast. There 
are also an anemoscope (wind direction), 
anemometer, (wind velocity), thermome- 
ter (temperature) and barometer (pres- 
sure), and radar that is situated at the 
studio site. 


Dozens of weather symbols and differ- 


ent colors are used by Peterson when he 
plots his own map, which requires a bit 
of artistry and precision. For the two to 
three hours he is doing this, he is also 


integrating all the information and arriv- 
ing at a forecast for Chicago. 


When the map is finished, Peterson 


goes into the studio and transfers the in- 
formation onto a specially designed cu- 
bicle of maps used during the broadcast. 
He plots again, the more important infor- 
mation, though be may not mention all 
the facts on air. They are there so the 
audience can get a quick visual idea of 
the approaching weather. Meanwhile, 
Peterson is memorizing an his symbols 
and details. 


"I don't have any scripts to follow," he 


said. "So I have mental symbols to 
memorize. In this business time is im- 
portant so the idea is to get all the infor-

NW Community Hospital undecided 
on whether to perform abortions 


The question of whether to perform 


abortions on request at Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital in Arlington Heights still 
is unresolved. 


The executive committee of the board 


of directors met Monday night but failed 
to take any action on the abortion Issue. 


The board's inaction means the hospi- 


tal will continue operating under its cur- 
rent policy of performing abortions only 
for medical reasons. 


The U.S. Supreme Court ruled on Jan. 


22 that women have the right to obtain 
an abortion from a doctor during the 
first three months of pregnancy. On 
March 1 • federal court judge signed an 
order putting Illinois law in compliance 
with the Supreme Court ruling. 


Several hospitals and clinics in Cook 


County have been performing abortions 
on request this month while other hospi- 
tals, such as Northwest Community Hos- 
pital, have been moving more slowly. 


"This issue (abortion) won't die. It will 


go carefully from one level to another. 
This is a policy matter we are giving a 
great deal of consideration to," said Mal- 
colm MaCoun, president of Northwest 
Community Hospital. 


The board of directors is now waiting 


for a recommendation from the medical 
staff. The board has also asked for fur- 
ther information from Its atorney on the 
Interpretation of the Supreme Court rul- 
ing before it makes a final decision. 


LIKE ANY major social issue there is 


not unanimity among the medical staff 
on the abortion issue, said MacCoun. He 
said he would expect the board to make 
a decision within "a couple of months." 


The hospital receives an average of 


one call a day asking about abortions, 
according to a hospital spokesman. 


Jack Ryon, director of public relations 


for the hospital, said if abortions were 
performed on request it would probably 


not be on a clinical basis and the patients 
would be those of physicians currently on 
the staff at the hospital. 


"I highly question that more doctors 


would be admitted to the staff for the 
specific purpose of performing abor- 
tions," said Ryon. "The credentials com- 
mittee is quite severe and we have a 
very high caliber staff. I just can't con- 
ceive of doctors being admitted to the 
staff solely for the purpose of performing 


abortions." 


Abortion policies at Lutheran General 


Hospital in Park Ridge also remain unal- 
tered with the recent Supreme Court rul- 
ing. 


Lutheran General Hospital has formed 


a study group of physicians, theologians, 
administrators and trustees to study the 
abortion issue and report back to the 
board of trustees with a recommenda- 
tion. 


Fidelity Builders threatens lawsuit 


The Village of Arlington Heights has 


been threatened with a lawsuit if it turns 
down plans for a condominium devel- 
opment in the Surrey Ridge West sub- 
division. 


The development, proposed by Fidelity 


Builders for an 18-acre site west of Kas- 
par Avenue, has been under fire from 
nearby homeowners, members of the 
plan commission and village board. 


Howard Horde, attorney for Fidelity 


Builders, charged that the homeowners 
and plan commission have used "every 
excuse, phony and otherwise" to delay 
and defeat the project because they do 
not want multiple housing developed on 
the site. 


The land was zoned for multi-family 


housing in 1966 as part of Miller Build- 


ers' Surrey Ridge West development. 
Borde, also attorney for Mfller Builders, 
said he would be forced "to pick up the 
gauntlet" if the project Is defeated. 


"IN HUNDREDS OF cases, Involving 


thousands of acres, that I've handled in 
the Village of Arlington Heights, this is 
the first case in which the village did not 
act in good faith," Borde charged. 


A special village board committee will 


meet again with Fidelity Builders to see 
if the density of the project, now 253 
units, can be lowered. 


Residents in the area have asked the 


village board to rezone the property 
single-family and have even suggested 
holding a referendum on acquiring the 
land through condemnation.

Homeowners protest 'Holy Cow9 opening 


A group of Near North homeowners 


have challenged the planned opening of 
the "Holy Cow," a retail store run by St. 
James Catholic Church. 


The residents say the church's plan to 


open the store April 1, in a house at 837 
N. Arlington Heights Rd., is a violation 
of the village zoning and building code. 


The store, which would be run by the 


St. James Woman's Club, would sell a 
variety of articles including clothing, 
jewelry, candy, plants, books, religious 
articles, antiques and bake goods. Pro- 


ceeds from the sale would benefit the 
parish. 


The homeowners, however, regard the 


Holy Cow as the intrusion of a business 
Into a residential neighborhood, and have 
asked that opening of the store be de- 
layed pending an application to the zon- 
ing board of appeals for a zoning vari- 
ation. 


VILLAGE ATTY. Jack Slegel, how- 


ever, says he believes the church can use 
the house for its "Holy Cow" because the 
store would be an extension of an exist- 


ing church function. 


According to Siegel, the use would be 


permitted provided that no special sign 
is put up, that the profits are used solely 
for parish purposes and that the store is 
staffed entirely by volunteers. 


"We believe the zoning laws of the .vil- 


lage are here to protect everyone, and 
churches 
and other big institutions 


should not be immune from them," Ter- 
rence Rindal, a spokesman for the Near 
North homeowners, told the village

ty," Woods told the homeowners, asking 
them to weigh a village-approved project 
against the possibility of court-ordered 
development.

"Frankly I think we're buying a lawsuit 
in the matter" if the board rejects the 


v proposal. 


The'Fidelity proposal calls for three 


four-story buildings and four two-story 
buildings on the site, as well as a large 
retention lake in conformance with the 
recommendation of the Peterson flood 
control report. 


If the board rejects the current con- 


dominium plan, Borde says he will ask 
for enactment of a 1970 planned devel- 
opment, approved but never formally 
adopted as an ordinance, for Miller 
Builders. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier termed the 


1970 plans "totally stale" and said "it 
was incumbent on the petitioner to pur- 
sue his plans." The Miller Builders origi- 
nal proposal called for 283 apartments, 
evenly divided between one and two-bed- 
room units. 


The condominium plan includes 232 


two-bedroom and only 21 one-bedroom 
apartments. Critics have charged the 
bedroom mix would result in school 
crowding and greater traffic congestion 
in the area.

The news is past history, but with 
weather you have to predict something of 
the future. I guess people think we have 
something to do with it all."
